A NEGRO SOLDIER’S COMPLAINT. 
Manila, P. L., Oct. 20, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

General Bates, in a recent interview in the Manila 
“Times,” Sept. 29, said: “I believe the Filipinos are 
naturally more intelligent than our colored people. The 
Filipinos resent being treated as inferiors. They object 
to being called offensive names and to being knocked 
about.” I am one negro out of the eight million to ac- 
knowledge this great truth. But what makes me ac- 
knowledge it? Why, because my people have been 
treated as inferiors, called all manner of offensive names, 
accepted all manner of abuses; have not only been knock- 
ed about but lynched, shot, burnt at stake and suffered 
all other tortures that hell could devise. For more than 
thirty years have they endured all this. Now, I confront 
the world in corroboration of General Bates’s statement. 
Has the American negro ever resented one iusult? No, 
Has he ever made open objection against being treated 
as an inferior? No. Therefore any negro of America 
who is unbiased will join me in concurrence. The 
negro’s resolution is, “there are not enough of us to do 
anything with seventy-two million whites.” But what is 
the Vilipino’s resolution (whose people are just the same 
in population as the American negro)? In union there 
is strength, though we be weak; our cause being just, 
by faith shall we conquer, so let us fight to the end, 
which means liberty or death! The Filipinos have prac- 
tically set an example for the American negro, but he 
will not accept it because that kind of blood does not 
flow through the American negro’s veins. He can’t 
bear the idea of making a united sacrifice. But the 
+p glory in such a spirit. Considering the pride 
of the Filipinos and their struggle for liberty and equal 
rights against one of the strongest powers of the earth, 
they must be, naturally, more intelligent than the 
American negroes, of which I form a part; yet I must 
recognize truth in its painful glittering, in affirming the 


foregone conclusions.

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HOW LIKUTENANT FEBIGER DIED. 


In a letter from the Philippines, Lieut. W. M. True, 
33d Vol. Inf., thus describes the death ef Lieut. George 
L. Febiger of that regiment: ‘‘Febiger took a detach- 
ment of sixty men of the 3d Cavalry and ist Lieutenant 
Heidt and forty men of our Company, to attack a force 
of insurgents supposed to have been 150 strong. about 
fifteen miles distant. The coiumn left at noon, Captain 
Hulen and I were both sick with malaria, ‘The trail 


leaves our quarters and follows a valley for ten miles, 
then turns into a guich, which at a half mile from the 
entrance is only a few feet wide, and perpendicular on 
either side for a mile or more. Dr. Bath was on the 
point. Just after the point had got out of the gulch, and 
before the cclumn had, the enemy opened on the point, 
and a murderous fire was thrown into the column from 
either side of the gulch. It was impossible to move the

surrounded the point and captured Ur. Bath and another 
soldier, but allowed them to return, Of course, this was 
for effect. When the column had fallen back to the 
mouth of the guich, fighting every step, the intention 
was to move by the flank, but upon arrival at chis place 
(by this time it was dark), which was joined by two small 
valleys or guiches, the enemy poured themselves upon 
us, assisted by 1,000 bolomen, so that it became a hand- 
to-hand fight. We then discoverea the —_ of the 
enemy. Lieutenant Heidt estimated it at GUO armed 
men, but the officer who captured Dr. Bath said they 
had 1,000 (with the bolomen, 2,000). 

‘Poor Febiger had the front and Lieutenant Heidt the 
rear. They were completely surrounded. ‘rhe bolomen, 
with one-third as many riflemen, charged into their 
ranks. We killed many, many, but what compensation? 
Poor George Febiger and six men were killed. He was 
making a charge to the front and was heard to ex 
‘I am shot, but that don’t make any difference; come on.’ 
He charged the enemy, who were a few feet from him, 
and was killed. We buried him back of the church, 
and marked the grave with a headstone, and performed 
the last sad offices in a military manner, by — 
taps, which under such circumstances is particularly 
music, and fired a salute. Febiger had m regimental 
commissary until he came with this Company in the 
spring, and had not been out with the Company but 
twice before on a scout. That was the first time bur 
once, while wounded, that I was not with the Geeapeny. 
George Febiger was a very bright, handsome and manly 
fellow, and I can’t tell how sad we feel over his loss. 
Captain Hulen was particularly fond of him.”

Major Albrecht, a German officer who served with the 
Boers, tells us in the “Militar Wochenblatt” the strength 
and quality of the Free State artillery were both hugely 
overestimated in Europe when the war began. When 
hostilities broke out it was, in fact, only by most 
strenuous efforts, by calling in Reservists and by buy- 
ing horses, that three batteries of four guns each could 
be placed in the field. Neither were there trained officers 
available for even this small force, and some of the 
batteries were under the command of non-commissioned 
officers. The personnel of the batteries was excellent. 
Good riders, accustomed from their youth to privation 
and rough living, with an extraordinary talent for local- 
ity and singularly resourceful, the young Boers furnish 
material for soldiers second to none to be found in any 
European army. The horses also obtained for the ar- 
tillery were of excellent quality, having great endurance, 
and were selected personally by Major Albrecht, who 
served for five years in the Russian cavalry before en- 
tering the staff college in Berlin, from which he was 
obliged to resign, being threatened with consumption. 
Major Albrecht’s article is another evidence of the im- 
portance in war of thoroughness and intelligent atten- 
tion to detail. It was the excellent character of men 
and horses and their training under a competent in- 
structor that made the Boer artillery effective, and not 
the number of its guns. 


The Military Historical Society of Massachusetts has 
recently issued, in compact form, a paper on ‘The 
Naval Side of the Revolutionary War,” by Capt. Caspar 
F. Goodrich, U. 8. N., which takes up the-discussion of 
the value of.a Navy from & new and somewhat inter- 
esting point of view. paper does not recount in 
detail the nayal episodes of the war of the American 








Revolution, but rather conveys the lessons which that 


war impressed upon contemporaneous history. From 
this valuable contribution to naval annals, it appears 
that during the Revolution not less than seventy thousand 
men were engaged in privateering, and all of this vast 
number were recruited from the fishermen and sailors of 
New England. The deductions drawn by Captain Good- 
rich are that ‘‘a sufficient Navy is, to-day, of para- 
mount importance to us in coast defence. Possessing 
it, we need have little fear; without it, we shall be 
debarred from acting on the offensive-defensive, and 
must remain content to retire from the sea, abandon our 
coastwise commerce, and seek refuge behind the immo- 
bile works erected at the principal ports for their pro- 
tection against the foreign fleets which a continuance 
of the old Continental policy will assuredly invite to 
our shores.”

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In the Paris “Revue des Revues” M. Alfred Duquet, a 
French historian of the war of 1870, asserts that at the 
beginning of the Franco-German War Von Moltke’s 
orders were blunders. At Rezonville the French lost 
1,367 killed and 11,487 wounded; the German casualties 
were 4,421 killed and 10,407 wounded. It would have 
been a disastrous defeat for the Germans if Bazaine had 
moved out of Metz. Von Moltke just escaped a disas- 
trous result. He had scattered his troops in the effort 
to form a semi-circle at the south of Metz in the presence 
of a concentrated French Army. 











It is said that the German Emperor has determined 
that the new rank of “grand admiral” shall be created 
in the Navy, corresponding to that of field marshal in 
the Army, and carrying with it the right to use a baton. 
The interim baton, which for a field marshal has the 
shape of a riding whip, will for a grand admiral consist 
of a telescope. 
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A RIVER RECRUITING SERVICE. 


A correspondent suggests that we call the attention 
of the Navy Department to the neglected possibilities 
of securing naval recruits by maintaining a training 
ship service upon the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. He 
thinks it astonishing that such a service there and also 
upon the Great Lakes has not been established long 
ago. Severe weather conditions on the lakes prevail 
for eight months in the year, and they merely touch 
along their shores the population desired. The WUhio 
and Mississippi rivers, on the contrary, pass through th; 
very heart of the most populous sections of the coun- 
try, and trom them would go into the Navy hundreds of 
splendid youngsters annually, if properly tempted by the 
showing of tne flag and a smart crew of Uncle Sam's 
jackies and marines. 

For the inland river recruiting service a steamer of 
about seven foot draught is suggested, large enough 
to accommodate 200 or 300 recruits and a complement of 
a hundred besides. Such a vessel should be constructed 
in a modified warship fashion as far as the quarters 
and arrangements go, should have a small battery of 
quick-fire guns, etc., and in all possible ways be so fitted 
as to bring the recruits immediately into as much of the 
naval atmosphere and discipline as could be done away 
from the deep sea. A steamer 250 feet long, 35 feet 
beam, with twin screws and having a draught of not 
over seven feet could perform the service suggested 
excellently, making two annual cruises (spring and 
autumn) to Pittsburg and St. Paul, spending ample 
time along the rivers at the scores of important towns 
and discharging the boys enlisted at New Orleans 
aboard such training ships as might rendezvous there 
from time to time. An immense amount of the pre- 
liminary training and at least a fair beginning in naval 
habits and discipline could be obtained aboard such a 
vessel, and not least of all considerations would be the 
quickened interest in the Navy promoted by the cruising 
inland of a trim naval steamer into the heart of the 
country. 
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“LINGO” AND LANGUAGE FOR SOLDIERS. 


From the conversation of soldiers returned from the 
Philippines and from phrases in letters home, one is 
led to the conclusion that our soldier boys in the Philip- 
pines are picking up the mixed “lingo” of the natives. 
Though this acquisition of a debased dialect is better 
than an entire idling away of time, it is a question 
whether a knowledge of the Spanish language would 
not be of a great deal more use to them. On the 
southern boundary of the United States-is Spanish- 
speaking Mexico and most of the inhabitants of Central 
and South America speak the Spanish language. Span- 
ish is the next important language to an American 
soldier or civilian, according to some students of eth- 
nology, after his own tongue. In the coming years 
there promises to be a constantly increasing traffic be- 
tween the United States and South America, if the 
signs of the times count for anything. Within the 
limits of the present possessions of the United States 
there is much territory in which Spanish is spoken. 

In many of the posts in the Philippines there is leisure 
time at the disposal of the soldiers, and though it is 
not always true that there is mischief for idle hands 
to do, one may suggest that it would be a good idea to 
organize Spanish classes there. The Aparri “News” says 
educated Spaniards may be found in such places who 
could be engaged to instruct the soldiers, and there is 
little doubt that many soldiers would take advantage 
of the opportunity. A speaking, reading and writing 
knowledge of Spanish, a beautiful language in itself, 
would be of great value in civil life, and a student of 
it in the Philippines would find it of great assistance 
to him in the future if he should continue to be a soldier, 
as the American fighting man is likely to be thrown 
among Spanish-speaking people a great deal in the next 
few years. Should he decide to leave the Army, his ac 
quaintance with Spanish might improve his chances 
for employment. In the Army it would certainly oper- 
ate to promote his chances for advancement. The 
study of a foreign language always adds to the know- 
ledge of our own, and if one has been backward in 
grammar in his own language, he will find that through 
learning the grammar of another he will be brought 
to an understanding of the rules that govern his mother 
tongue.

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THE ARMY BILL A LAW. 

The Senate on Thursday, Jan. 31, finally adopted the 
conference report on the bill reorganizing the Army, and 
it now goes to the President for his signature. Con- 
siderable apprehension has been created by, the demand 
of the Senate for a second conference on the bill, but 
this conference was called for simply because the Senate 
found that there were clerical errors in the bill that 
required correction. In presenting the second confer- 
ence report to the House Mr. Hull said: ‘The report 
is exactly the same as it was before, except that it 
renumbers the sections that the clerk failed to renum- 
ber, and puts in the text providing that after a year's 
service should either parent die leaving the other solely 
dependent the soldier, upon his own application, may 
be discharged. These were the-two errors in the bill 
as printed. They are printed in italics in these two 
places. The conferees have taken up no other question, 
no other matter, except these two clerical errors made 
by the clerk in writing up the report.” 

In Section 2 of the Army bill as printed here last 
week the number of color sergeants of cavalry provided 
for should have been two instead of one. The titles of 
Assistant and Deputy Quartermaster General, Assist- 
ant and Deputy Commissary General and Assistant and 
Deputy Surgeon General were also restored in the bill 
as finally passed. As several of the sections as finally 
adopted by the two houses differ somewhat from the 
text as printed last week, we reprint them on another 
page. 

From the present indications it will be utterly im- 
possible for the War Department to get all the Volun- 
teers in San Francisco by the last day of June, and 
undoubtedly several of the regiments will either have 
to be mustered out in Manila or mustered out while at 
sea en route to this country. Everything vhich pos- 
sibly could be done to get the men back in time has 
been done by the War Department, and the delay is 
due to the inaction of the Senate. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral and General MacArthur have exchanged many 
cablegrams this week relative to the returning of the 
Volunteers, but no satisfaction as to'a definite schedule 








has been obtained by the War Department. A large 
part of the 36th Regiment is now on its way 
home on the transport Pennsylvania, and _ the 


llth Cavalry is also en route to San Francisco. As 
far as Washington knows the 27th Regiment will be 
the next to leave Manila and will sail on the Buford 
about Feb. 5, although this may be changed. The Kil- 
patrick is scheduled to sail on or about the 15th of 
February and will probably carry the 30th Regiment of 
Infantry. This, however, is as far as can be given, 
as the War Department has not the slightest idea when 
or in what order the other regiments will leave. It 
must be borne in mind that some immediate provision 
will have to be made to send additional troops to the 
Philippines to relieve the Volunteers, and hence the new 
regiments authorized under the reorganization bill will 
have to be formed either here or in the Philippines in 
the shortest possible time. To afford a partial relief 
for the Votunteers the Secretary of War has ordered 
home from Cuba the eight companies of the 10th Regu- 
lar Infantry. Four of these companies and the home 
battalion now in this country will be sent immediately 
to the Philippines. Which four companies will be se- 
lected from those now coming home it is impossible to 
state, 

Already the Adjutant General’s office is receiving 
many applications from officers of the Volunteer Army 
for places created in the regular establishment by 
the new act for the reorganization of the Army. The 


Army and Navy Journal is authorized to announce 
to those officers in the Volunteer establishment who 
are desirous of obtaining commissions in the Regular 
Army that they had better either themselves or through 
one of their friends in this country immediately make 
application to the Adjutant General’s Department. An 
officer of this department has been detailed for the 
exclusive purpose of receiving such applications, and 
it is also his duty to keep a careful record of the 
service of the various Volunteer officers. Accompany- 
ing the application for a commission the Volunteer 
officer should forward to the Adjutant General all tes- 
timonials as to his character and military service pos- 
sible for him to obtain. These things will all be taken 
into consideration, and we also advise the officer to 
bring all his influence to bear in this connection, as this 
also will count for much. Recommendations from his 
colonel or from his superior officer, whatever rank he 
may hold, will add to the chances of a Volunteer 
officer getting a commission in the Regular Service. 
In the case of acting assistant surgeons who wish to 
enter the Regular Service it is only necessary that they 
make application, if in the Philippines, to the Chief 
Surgeon of the Department, who has been given author- 
ity to order them up for competitive examination. 





We observe that Rear Admiral Charles O'Neil, Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, in his 
testimony before the House Committee on Naval Affairs, 
with reference to the Holland submarine boats, said: 
“While I am unable to state to what extent, if any, the 
building of the monitor was opposed by naval officers, 
I do know that the original monitor, on account of 
her faulty construction, foundered at sea off Cape Hat- 
teras in not very bad weather, and that many of her 
crew were lost.” As to this Admiral O’Neil is misin- 
formed. The original monitor foundered because the 
officer in command at the time, Captain Bankhead, not 
understanding her peculiarities, raised her turret before 
going to sea and packed oakum under its base. The 
turret on being lowered rested on a few thick lumps of 
oakum. The sea washed out the rest, and producing 
a leak of some fifty feet in extent, admitted more 
water than the pumps could take away, the stream of 
water, after four hours, overcoming the pumps. The 
monitor very nearly foundered from the same cause 
while on her first voyage from New York to Hampton 
Roads. It was understood that the turret did not make 
a perfectly tight joint with the deck plates, and pro- 
vision was made for pumping out the small amount of 
water working its way through the crack. As there 
was some leakage, the usual method of stopping a leak 
with oakum was adopted. This necessitated the raising 
of the turret to get the oakum under it and the result 
stated followed. The Weehawken went down in 
Charleston harbor because the forward deck hatch was 
left open. When the sea made a clean breach over the 
vessel during a gale she filled and sank. 





Instead of signing the contracts for the sheathed bat- 
tleships as was expected, the successful bidders on Jan. 
21 requested the Navy Department to make further 
modifications of the specifications. The Board of Con- 
struction has already eliminated work the value of 
which has been estimated at about $80,000, but the ship- 
builders desire further modifications, which will reduce 
the cost of the ship by $60,000. The builders have also 
requested that the clause in the contract requiring them 
to be responsible for fitting armor delivered within six 
months of the completion of the hull be changed so that 
they will not be responsible for the delay. The Naval 
Board on Construction, to whom the matter was re- 
ferred by the Secretary of the Navy, has recommended 
that the Department withdraw its offer of $3,511,100 
for each of the sheathed battleships and in lieu there- 
of the Board recommends that one of the vessels be 
awarded to the Newport News Works, one to the Bath 
Iron Works, and one to the works of Moran Bros., at a 
total cost of $3,590,000, with the understanding that they 
are to construct and equip the vessels in all respects as 
called for by the Department’s specifications, with the 
exception of the following, which may be eliminated: 
Power operation of water-tight doors, power operation of 
hatches, refrigeration of magazines, laundry machinery, 
mattresses and pillows, metalic chiffoniers, drilling gun- 
mounts, and cellwose for cofferdams. The Board, in 
respect to its recommendation that one of these ships be 
built by the Moran Bros., has advised the same price 
as for the two firms on the Atlantic Coast, plus a dif- 
ferential of 4 per cent. in favor of the Pacific Coast, 
or at a cost of $3,733,600. The matter will be settled 
now within a few days. 





The New York “Evening Post” says: “How many of 
our officers in the Philippines speak Spanish? We are 
informed that only two of the entire number have ever 
so much as studied Tagal.” We are unable to give the 
“Post” exact statistics, but we happen to know that of 
the sixteen officers on the staff, according to the last 
roster, of the Major General commanding in the Phil- 
ippines, twelve studied Spanish before the war with 
Spain. Considering the opportunities they have since 


“had to practice, they can, no doubt, speak it fluently. 


We have no question that the other four officers on the 
staff of General MacArthur also speak Spanish, but we 
have no information on the subject. Considering the 
length of time our officers have been in the Philippines, 
there is every reason to believe that a large majority of 
them speak more or less Spanish. As to Tagal it is only 
one of numerous dialects in vogue in the Archipelago, 
and it is not: essential to understand it in order to com- 


municate with the educated natives, who, to a large ex- 
tent, understand Spanish. If the ‘Post’ will consult 
the report of the Philippine Commission to the War De- 
partment, dated Manila, Nov. 30, 1900, it will find this 
remark: “The Spanish language is the only one com- 
mon to all educated Filipinos, the great mass of the 
people speaking only the native dialect peculiar to their 
respective localities.” 





The case of Capt. Hollis C. Clark, which has already 
been remarked upon in the Army and Navy Journal, is 
again causing some talk in the War Department, where 
it is noted that the officer, notwithstanding the adverse 
report on his physical condition made by the board 
which examined him for promotion, was advanced to 
the grade which he now holds by order of the Secretary 
of War. Under existing law Captain Clark could have 
been retired “with the rank to which his seniority en- 
titled him to be promoted,” but as the Secretary of War 
was anxious to retain him in the Service Captain Clark 
has been given some light duty at San Francisco, though 
it is doubtful whether he will ever again be able to per- 
form active service. In view of his long service in the 
field, and also as it is understood that Captain Clark is 
himself anxious for retirement, it would seem advisable 
that further action looking to place him on the retired 
list be taken by the War Department. In fact, it is un- 
derstood that the case of this officer is again up for con- 
sideration, and that in view of his wish he will probably 
be placed on the retired list. 


The action of General MacArthur in ordering the de- 
portation from the Philippine Islands to the island of 
Guat of the twenty-six Filipino political prisoners has 
been the cause of considerable gossip among the officers 
of the Navy stationed at the Navy Department. As is 
well known, Guam is under the control of the Navy, 
and its Governor is an officer of the Navy. Hence the 
moment the Filipinos reach the island they will be under 
the jurisdiction of the Navy and Governor Schroeder 
will be held responsible for their safe keeping. It is 
said that there is no suitable place of confinement for 
them in Guam, and great care will be required to pre- 
vent their escape. It has been left entirely to Governor 
Schroeder to act as he may see fit in keeping the men 
safely on the island, and the first information he will 
have that the prisoners are en route to Guam will be 
their arrival there. 








From present indications there will not be much naval 
legislation by the present Congress, the various attempts 
for modifications in the existing personnel laws being 
regarded as rather premature by those officers in Wash- 
ington whose position fits them to express a judgment on 
the matter. They hold that sufficient time has not 
elapsed for a correct estimate to be formed of the actual 
operation of the Personnel law, and that it is the part 
of good judgment to await ultimate developments in 
that line, rather than to “go off half-cocked” in a matter 
of such vital importance. “Let well enough alone” is 
good policy in many cases, and this seems to be a dom- 
inating impression among officers on duty at head- 
quarters.

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The French must make small account of the heads 
of their military and naval departments to judge from 
the fact that the Minister of Marine and the Minister 
of War made an underwater trip to sea in the sub- 
marine boat Morse. General Andre is a soldier, and 
if he did not like it said nothing about it, but the 
Minister of Marine, M. Calmette, does not hesitate to 
admit that he had the tremors. Perhaps if the Holland 
boat company could get our Secretaries under water 
with them they might be able to secure a contract for 
all the boats they want to sell on condition of a prompt 
return to the surface. 


The Secretary of the Navy has stated recently that 
he would relieve Rear Admiral Schley early this spring 
of his’ command of the South Atlantic Station and 
order him to his home to await retirement. It is gen- 
erally believed at the Navy Department that Capt. Rob- 
ley D. Evans will be assigned to the command of the 
South Atlantic Station upon the relief of Admiral 
Schley. It is also generally accepted that Rear Admiral 
¥. J. Higginson will be given the command of the 
North Atlantic Squadron to relieve Rear Admiral N. H. 
Farquhar, who will probably relinquish his command 
towards the end of the- winter cruise. 








The intention of the Navy Department in insisting up- 
on the detail of the younger officers attached to Rear Ad- 
miral Farquhar’s squadron for the command of the 
various torpedo boats attached to that squadron, is that 
these younger men shall have opportunity for acquir- 
ing habits and abilities of command impossible to ob- 
tain in any other way. In a general way, the junior 
lientenants and lieutenants have been detailed for this 
post-graduate service, and so far as the reports indicate 
which have been received from the commander-in-chief, 
the experiment has been a marked success. 


The artillery promotions of this week resulting from 
the retirement of Lieut.

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FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


Congress received from President McKinley on Jan. 
25 a report of the Secretary of War of Jan. 24, 1901, 
containing the reports of the Taft Commission, its sev- 
eral acts of legislation and other important information 
relating to the conditions and immediate wants of the 
Philippine Islands. The President earnestly recom- 
mends legislation for the government of the island. On 
Jan. 29 Congress received from President McKinley a 
report from the Secretary of State relating to the treaty 
between the United States and Spain, signed at Wash- 
ington, Nov. 7, 1900, providing for the cession of any 
and all islands of the Philippine Archipelago lying out- 
side of the lines described in Article III of the treaty of 
peace of Dec. 10, 1898. President McKinley recom- 
mends the appropriation by Congress, during its present 
session, of the sum of $100,000 for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the obligations of the United States under the 
treaty. 

The Senate on Jan. 25 passed bills granting the fol- 
lowing pensions: $17 a month and $2 additional for a 
minor child to the widow of Lieut. Richard H. Pond, 
12th U. S. Inf.; $24 to Andrew #1. Dunham, late acting 
ensign, U. 8. N.; $20 to the widow of Julian G. Baker, 
late quartermaster, U. 8S. N.; $50 to the widow of Brig. 
Gen. Thaddeus H. Stanton, U. S. A.; $17 to William H. 
Chapman, late lieutenant, U. S. revenue cutter Joe 
Lane; $12 to the widow of Lieut. William G. Hoffman, 
3d U. 8. Cav.; $50 to the widow of John R. Lewis, late 
Colonel, U. S. A., and Brevet Brigadier General, U. S. 
Vols.; $30 to the widow of Capt. Lewis Wilson, Co. D, 
19th U. 8S. Inf.; $12 and $2 for a minor child to the 
widow of William: Anthony, late Sergeant Major, U. 8.

‘Lhe passage by the Senate of a bill granting pension 
of $50 to James M. Munn, late Ist Lieutenant, Co. D, 
17th Lllinois Vol. lnf., brought out the records of a case 
remarkable in the annals of surgery. On Feb. 15, 1862, 
in the charge at Fort Donelson, Lieutenant Munn was 
wounded by a ball from a shell of canister and left for 
dead, the ball having entered the head between the 
eyes. Two days later he was picked up still alive and 
taken to a hospital, where probing failed to discover the 
ball, and aithough no wound of ¢xit was visible, it 
was believed to have passed down ‘hrougk the mouth. 
Mr. Munn recovered in part, but lost the sight of one 
eye and continued to sutfer from occasional inflamma- 
tion about the wound. For thirty-three years he was 
unable to breathe through his nose, and still held to the 
belief that he still carried a canister bail in his head, 
which was not concurred in by physicians who exam- 
ined him. In November, 1595, he went to the post 
surgeon's hospital in Chicago and was operated on by 
Doctors J. B. Murphy, N. 8. Davis and Hardy. On 
opening the side of the nose they were astonished to dis- 
cover an‘iron bail nearly four inches in circumference, 
which on removai proved to be a canister shot. It 
weighed three and a third ounces. 

The Senate has passed H. R. 9,762, directing the issue 
of a duplicate of a lost check drawn by E. B. Atwood, 
Lieutenant Colonel and Deputy Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, U. S. A., in favor of Alfred C, Bass. Also H. R. 
4,728, providing for leaves of absence for 15 days each 
year to employees of Navy Yards, gun factories, naval 
stations and arsenals of the U. S. Government. 

_The Senate has agreed to a resolution by Mr. Hale, 
directing the Secretary of the Navy to inform the Senate 
as to the number of naval apprentices who have taken 
the course of instruction at the naval training schools 
during the past six years, and what proportion of the 
same are now in the United States Naval Service. Also 
to a resolution by Mr. Hoar asking information in 
regard to the lands held in mortmain or otherwise for 
ecclesiastical or religious uses in the Philippine Islands, 
and whether the President has in behalf of the Govern- 
ment entered into any obligation, other than what is 
set forth in the late treaty with Spain, in regard to 
their disposition or the maintenance of any alleged titles 
thereto, or has announced or declared any policy to be 
pursued in dealing with such titles. 

The President has approved the act “to appoinc Ed- 
ward Everett Hayden, now an ensign on the retired list 
of the Navy, to the grade and rank of lieutenant on the 
active list of the Navy, as of the date of May 1, 1895, 
and to place his name in the Register of the Navy 
next after that of his classmate, John Hood,” provided, 
that he shall establish upon examination his fitness to 
erform the shore duties of a lieutenant, and show that 
is existing physical disqualification was occasioned by 
wounds received in the line of his duty, and that such 
wounds do not incapacitate him for duties other than 
sea duty. In its preamble the act states that Ensign 
Hayden has been, since his retirement, engaged in 
scientific study and work of value to and under the 

direction of the Navy Department, including service dur- 
ing the war with Spain, when he volunteered for active 
duty and served creditably and longer than any vther 
retired officer of the Navy. He was placed upon the 
retired list by reason of the loss of a leg, resulting from 
an accident incurred in the line of duty. Several other 
officers of the Navy suffering from similar disability for 
oe duty have been, and are now, retained on the active 
ist. 

Mr. Pettigrew submitted to the Senate a resolution, 
which was agreed to, asking whether A. Mabini, a citi- 
zen of the Philippine Islands, has been deported to 
Guam or any other place as a political prisoner, and if 
so, for what offense, together with all papers on file in 
relation to the matter. 

Mr. Shoup introduced in the Senate on Jan. 24 a joint 
resolution authorizing a gold medal in recognition of the 
gallantry of Edward O'Flaherty, late 1st Lieutenant, 
27th U. S. Vols., who as a sergeant in Co. D, 16th U. S. 
Inf., at the battle of San Juan, Cuba, July 1, 1898, 

executed an order of Brig. Gen. Hamilton S. Hawkins, 
crossing the field and leading forward in front of the 
blockhouse troops of different regiments, soon afterwards 
rejoining his own platoon at the salient of the intrench- 
ment on the crest of the hill and conducting it under a 
heavy fire of shells and Mausers to its proper position 


near the blockhouse, where he was severely wounded 


through the ‘ 

Mr. Chandler on Jan, 24 submitted to the Senate the 
following intended amendment to the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill H. R. 13205 “For the purchase of lands lying 
within the Observatory Circle, $159,571.08; and author- 
et the Secretary of the Navy to sell such lands 
of the Naval Observatory reservation as are situated 

without the limits of said circle.” 

Mr. Chandler on Jan. 28 submitted to the Senate an 
amendment giving officers of the Navy who served dur- 
ing the Civil War and were placed on the retired list 
prior to March 3, 1899, the rank of the next higher 
grade, and providing that such officers who retired prior 
to June 30, 1899, shall have the same pay as officers of 
the Navy of the same rank who have been retired since 
June 30, 1899, intended to be proposed by him to the 
Naval Appropriation bill. 

Mr. Platt, of New York, on Jan. 18 submitted to the 
Senate an intended amendment to the House Naval 
Appropriation bill, fixing the salaries of civilian pro- 
fessors at the Naval Academy as follows: Assistant 
professors, at the rate of $1,8v0 per annum; professors, 
$2,200 for the first five years of service, $2,6U0 for the 
second five years, $3,000 for the third five years, and 
$3,500 after fifteen years of continuous service; in the 
case of the existing professors the date of first appoint- 
ment to service at the Academy shall be taken as the 
date of longevity; nothing contained in the amendment 
to be so construed as to give any claim for back pay. 

Mr. Stewart on Jan. 29 presented to the Senate a let- 
ter he had received from Admiral Dewey, testifying to 
the great value of the Holland submarine boat for coast 
and harbor defense, and repeating his testimony in favor 
of that boat given before the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs April 23, 1900. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs have recom- 
mended the passage of the bill (S. 5,238) authorizing 
the Secretary of the Navy to contract for the care, 
maintenance and treatment of the insane of the Navy 
and Marine Corps on the Pacific coast at any asylum in 
the State of California. In a letter endorsing and sub- 
mitting the first draft of the bill the Secretary of the 
Navy stated that the authorities in charge of the insti- 
tutions for the insane of the State of California have 
recently agreed to receive and treat at one of the asy- 
lums of that State, at a reasonable charge, insane per- 
sons of the Navy and Marine Corps, and the Department 
considers that they can be more economically provided 
in this manner than by erecting and maintaining a 
Government insane asylum on the Pacific coast or trans- 
ferring them to the asylum in Washington. 

The Senate has received a report of the board of 
officers, which has been approved by the Secretary of 
War, relative to the turning over to civil officers certain 
parks, barracks, hospitals, etc., in Porto Rico used for 
military purposes and the acquisition of other land 
for the extension of military reservations. Also from 
the Secretary of War in response to a resolution, a 
statement of all officers of the Regular Army who were 
appointed to be officers of volunteers since May 1, 1898, 
the rank held by such officers in the Regular Army 
when so appointed, ete. i 

Mr. Lodge, from the Committee on the Philippines, 
reported in the Senate on Jan. 24 an amendment pro- 
posing to appropriate $5,000 to establish in the city of 
Manila, P. L., a soldiers’ and sailors’ library, intended 
to be proposed to the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
He also reported, with amendment by the same com- 
mittee, S. 3,776, providing for the rental and preparation 
in the city of Manila P. L, of a suitable building for 
use as a library for the convenience and use of Ameri- 
can soldiers and sailors. 

Senator Hoar has presented to the Senate letters from 
Capt. H. C. Taylor, Capt. Wm. M. Folger, Capt. C. J. 
Train and Capt. Charles D. Sigsbee, U. 8S. N., testifying 
to the great value and necessity of a harbor of refuge 
at Rockport, Mass., which would be afforded by the 
construction of a breakwater there. Captain Train in 
his letter says: ‘‘I consider the breakwater of the 
greatest importance from a military point of view. 
Between Boston and Portland the only anchorage is 
Portsmouth, N. H., which, on account of the great 
force and variable direction of the current and the 
numerous rocks, is a most dangerous one for the huge 
ships of the present day. Behind the Rockport break- 
water, on the other hand, there would be most secure 
and accessible anchorage for our largest ships.” 

The House on Jan. 25 passed bills granting the follow- 
ing pensions: $50 to Thomas J. Jackson, late Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, 11th U.S. Colored Troops (infantry); $12 
to the widow of 2d Lieut. George W. Carr, U. 8. Volti- 
geut's, wat with Mexico; and $2 on account of a 
minor child to the widow of Capt. George D. Wallace, 
7th U. S. Cav. 

Mr. Sherman submitted the following resolution 1 the 
House on Jan. 24: ‘“‘Whereas the newspaper reports 
of the investigation of the practice of hazing at the 
West Point Military Academy by the committee of the 
House of Kepresentatives appointed for at pesgene dis- 
closes the fact that conditions in this regard have been 
such that the mere recital thereof excites public con- 
demnation; and Whereas a general belief exists that like 
conditions exist at the Annapolis Naval Academy, differ- 
ing, if at all, in mode and degree only; Therefore, Re- 
solved, That a special committee of five members vr the 
House of Representatives be appointed by the Speaker 
to have full power to send for persons and papers, and, 
if necessary, to proceed to Annapolis and elsewhere to 
thoroughly investigate the foregoing subject and report 
to the House with all convenient speed the result of 
such investigation, with such recommendations as may 
be advisable to secure freedom from hazing in said Naval 
Academy hereafter; the expense of this investigation to 
be pee out of the contingent fund of the House.” 

Mr. Curtis introduced in the House on Jan. 28 a con- 
current resolution of the Legislature of Kansas con- 
demning hazing at the West Point Military Academy. 

The Secretary of War has transmitted to the House, 
in response to a resolution, copies of the report of Gen- 
eral MacArthur and accompanying report of military 
officers performing educational work on the subject of 
education in the Philippine Islands. 

The Secretary of War has sent to the House, with a 
request for favorable consideration, the proceedings of 
a board of survey convened to fix the responsibility for 
the loss of clothing and equipage for which Capt. John 
Newton, 16th Inf., is responsible. 

A communication from the Secretary of War has been 
transmitted to the House, recommending that the 
amount to be appropriated for subsistence of the Army, 
fiscal year 1901, be increased to $5,300,000, of which 
sum $3,000,000 be reappropriated from the unexpended 
balance of the appropriation for subsistence of the 
Army for the fiscal year 1900. Also a letter from the 
Secretary of the Interior recommending legislation per- 
mitting the transfer from the War Department to the 
Interior Department, for use in the Indian training 
schools of such rifles or guns of an obsolete pattern as 
may no longer be needed for Army purposes. A draft

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of an item to meet the needs of the situation is sub- 
mitted by the Secretary of War, and the matter js 
recommended to the favorable consideration of Con- 


gress. 

Mr. Stewart has submitted to the Senate an amend- 
ment authorizing the appointment to the Naval Acad- 
emy of acting cadets who served with credit during the 
late war with Spain, intended to be proposed by him 
to the naval appropriation bill. This is an excellent 
amendment and should be adopted. 

The House on Jan. 29 passed S. 2055, to appoint 
P. A. Surg. John F. Bransford a surgeon in the Navy 
and to place him on the retired list. Surgeon Srauns- 
ford was assistant surgeon in the Navy from 1872 to 
1900, the date of his resignation. In March, 1898, he 
volunteered for service in the war with Spain, was 
appointed acting assistant surgeon on May 4, ana soon 
afterwards assigned to duty on the Gloucester, and 
not only served and rendered good service as a surgeon, 
but fired the guns on the Gloucester that sank the two 
torpedo boats in Santiago Bay, according to the report 
of the Senate Naval Committee. A letter was presente) 
to the Senate from Commander Wainwright, favoring 
his promotion and in praise of his gallant conduct. 

The House on Jan. 31 in Committee of the Whole en- 
tered upon the consideration of the bill making appro- 
priations for fortifications for the year 1902. he bill 
carries a total of $7,227,461; the estimates submitted 
were $12,461,193; amount in the bill for the current year, 
$7,383,628. The bill was reported to the House with- 
out amendment and passed.

THE ARMY BILL. 


We reprint here several sections of the bill for the 
reorganization of the Army as finally adopted by the 
two Houses of Congress. The exact phraseology of 
these sections was in some doubt when we went to 
press last week, and there are some changes from the 


text as given last week. 


Sec. 16. That the Quartermaster’s Department shall con- 
sist of 1 Quartermaster General with the rank of briga- 
dier general, 6 assistant quartermasters general with the 
rank of colonel, 9 deputy quartermasters general with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, 20 quartermasters with the 
rank of mdjor, 60 quartermasters with the rank of cap- 
tain, mounted; the military storekeeper now provided for 
by law, and 150 st quartermaster sergeants; Provided, 
That all vacancies in the grade of colonel, lieutenant 
colonel and major created or caused by this section shal! 
be filled by promotion according to seniority, as now pre- 
scribed by law. That to fill original vacancies in the 
grade of captain created by this act in the Quarter- 
master’s Department the President is authorized to ap- 
point officers of volunteers commissioned in the Quarter- 
master’s Department since April 21, 1898; Provided further, 
That the President is authorized to continue in _ service, 
during the present emergency, for duty in the Philippine 
Islands and on transports, 24 captains and assistant quar- 
termasters of volunteers. This authority shall extend 
only for the period when their services shall be abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Sec. 17. That the Subsistence Department shall consist 
of 1 Commissary General with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, 3 assistant commissaries general with the rank of 
colonel, 4 deputy commissaries general with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, 9 commissaries with the rank of major, 
27 commissaries with the rank of captain, mounted, and 
the number of commissary sergeants now authorized by 
law, who shall hereafter be known as post commissary 
sergeants; Provided, that all vacancies in the grade of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel and major created or caused by 
this section shall be filled by promotion, according to sen- 
iority, as now prescribed by law. That to fill original va- 
cancies in the grade of captain created i? this act in the 
Subsistence Department the President is authorized to 
appoint officers of volunteers commissioned in the Sub- 
sistence Department since April 21, 1 

Sec. 18. That the Medical Department shall consist of 1 
Surgeon General with the rank of brigadier general, 8 
assistant surgeons general with the rank of colonel, 12 
deputy surgeons general with the rank of _ lieuten- 
ant colonel, 6 surgeons with the rank of major, 
240 assistant surgeons with the rank of captain or 
first lieutenant, the hospital corps, as now authorized 
by law, and the nurse corps; Provided, That all vacancies 
in the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major 
created or caused by this section shall be filled by pro- 
motion according to seniority, subject to the examina- 
tion now prescribed by law; And provided, That the 
period during which any assistant surgeon shall have 
served as a surgeon or assistant surgeon in the Volun- 
teer Army during the war with Spain or since shall 
be counted as a portion of the 5 years’ service 
required to entitle him to the rank of captain; 
And provided also, That nothing in this section shali 
affect the relative rank for promotion of any assist- 
‘ant surgeon now ip the Service or who may be hereafter 
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appointed therein as determined by the date of his ap-_ 


pointment or commission and as fixed in accordance 
with existing law and regulations; Provided further, 
That in emergencies the Surgeon General of the Army, 
with the approval of the Secretary of War, may appoint 
as Many contract surgeons as may be necessary, at a 
compensation not to exceed one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per month. That on or after the passage of this act 
the President may appoint for duty in the Philippine Is!- 
ands fifty surgeons of volunteers with the rank anu pay 
of major, and one hundred and a | assistant surgeons of 
volunteers with the rank and pay of captain, mounted, for 
a period of two years: Provided, That so —— | of these 
volunteer medical officers as are not requir shall be 
honorably discharged the Service whenever in the opinion 
of the Secretary of War their services are no longer 
necessary; Provided further, That assistant surgeons in 
the Volunteer Army of the United States commissioned 
by the President as captains, in accordance with the 
provisions of an Act for increasing the efficiency of fhe 
Army of the United States, and for other purposes, ap- 
proved March 2, 1899, shall be entitled to the pay of a 
captain, mounted, from the date of their acceptance 
of such commissions, as prescribed by law; vided, 
That the Surgeon General of the Army, with the 
approval of the Secretary of War, be, and he is 
hereby, authorized to employ dental surgeons to 
serve the officers and enlisted men of the Regular and 

Volunteer Army, in the proportion of not to exceed one 
for every one thousand of said Army, and not exceeding 
thirty in all. Said dental surgeons shall be employed as 
contract dental surgeons under the terms and con- 
ditions applicable to Army contract surgeons, and shall 
be graduates of standard medical or dental colleges, 
trained in the several branches of dentistry, of good 
moral and professional character, and shall pass a satis- 
factory professional examination; Provided, That three 
of the number of dental surgeons to be employed shall 
be first appointed by the Surgeon General, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War, with reference to their 
fitness for assignment, under the direction of the Surgeon 
General, to the special service of conducting the examina- 
tions and supervising the operations of the others; and 
for such special service an extra compensation of sixty 
dollars a month will be allowed; Provided further, That 
dental college graduates now employed in the Hospital 
Corps who have been detailed for a period of not less 
than 12 months to render dental service to the Army and 
who are shown by the reports of their superior officers 
to have rendered such service satisfactorily may be ap- 
pointed contract dental surgeons without examination. 

Provided, That the Secretary of War be authorized to 
appoint in the Hospital Corps, in addition to the 
hospital stewards now allowed by law, 100 hospital stew- 
ards; Provided, That men who have served as hospital 
stewards of volunteer regiments or acted in that capacity 
during and since the Spanish-American war for more 
than six months may be appointed hospital stewards in 
the Regular Army; And provided further, That all men 
so appointed shall be of good moral character and shall 
have passed a satisfactory mental and physical examin- 
ation. 

Sec. 21. That the Pay Department shall consist of 1 
Paymaster General with the rank of brigadier general, 3 
assistant paymasters general with the rank of colonel; 
4 deputy paymasters general with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, 20 paymasters with the rank of major, and 
2% paymasters with the rank of captain, mounted; 
Provided, That all vacancies in the grade of col- 
onel and lieutenant colonel created or caused by 
this section shall be filled by promotion according to 
seniority, as now prescribed by. law, and no more ap- 
pointments to the grade of major and paymaster shall 
be made until the number of majors and paymasters Is 
reduced below 20; And provided, That persons who have 
served in the Volunteer Army since April 21, 1898, as ad- 
ditional paymasters may be appointed to positions 
in the grade of captain created by this section. So long 
as there remain surplus majors an equal number of 
vacancies shall be held in the grade of captain, so that 
the total number of paymasters authorized by this section 
shall not be exceeded at any time. 

Sec. 26. That so long as there remain any officers hold- 
ing permanent appointments in the Adjutant General's 
Department, the Inspector General’s Department, the 
Quartermaster’s Department, the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, the Pay Department, the Ordnance Department, 
and the Signal Corps, including those appointed to origi- 
nal vacancies in the grades of captain and first lieuten- 
ant as provided in sections 16, 17, 21 and 24 of this act, they 
shall be promoted aoceswas to seniority in the several 
grades, as now provided by law, and nothing herein con- 
tained shall be deemed to apply to vacancies which can be 
filled by such promotions, Or to the periods for which the 
officers so promoted shall hold their appointments, and 
when any vacancy, except that of the chief of the de- 
partment or corps, shall occur, which cannot be filled by 
promotion as provided in this section, it shall be filled by 
detail from the line of the Army, and no more permanent 
appontments shall be made in those departments or corps 
alter the original vacancies created by this act shall have 
been filled. Such details shall be made from the grade in 
which the vacancies exist; under such system of examin- 
ation as the President may from time to time prescribe. 

All officers so detailed shall serve for a period of four 
years at the expiration of which time they shall return 
to duty with the line, and officers below the rank of 
lieutenant colonel shall not again be eligible for selection 
in any staff department until they shall have served two 
years with the line. 

That when vacancies shall occur in the position of 
chief of any staff corps or department, the President 
may appoint to such vacancies, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, officers of the Army at large 
not below the rank of lieutenant colonel, and who shall 
hold office tor terms of four years. When 2 vacancy 
in the position of chief of any staff corp or department 
is filled by the appointment of an officer below the rank 
now provided by law for said office, said chief sha 
while so serving, have the same rank, pay, and allow- 
ances now provided for the chief of such corps or de- 
partment. And any officer now holding office in any 
corps or department who shall hereafter serve as chief 
of a staff corps or department and shall senacquenty be 
retired, shall be retired with the rank, pay, and allow- 
ances authorized by law for the retirement of such corps 
or department chief; Provided, That so long as there 
remain in service officers of any staff corps or depart- 
ment holding permanent appointments, the chief of such 
staff corps or department shall be selected from the 
officers so remaining therein. 

Sec. 28. That vacancies in the de of field officers 
and captain created by this act in the cavalry, artil- 
lery and infantry shall be filled by promotion according 
to seniority in each branch, respectively. Vacancies 
existing after the promotions have been made shall be 
provided for as follows: A sufficient number shall be 
reserved in the grade of second lieutenant for the next 
graduating class at the U. 8. yo Academy. Per- 
sons not over 40 years of age who shall have at any rime 
served as volunteers subsequent to April twenty-first, 
1898, may be ordered before boards of officers for 
such examination as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War, and those who establish their fitness be- 
fore these examining boards may be cogeentee to the 
grades of first or second lieutenant in the Regular Army, 
taking rank in the respective grades according to se- 
niority as determined by length of prior commissioned 
service; but no person appointed under the provisions 
of this section shall be placed above anotner in the same 
grade with longer commissioned service, and nothing 
herein contained shall change the relative rank of officers 
heretofore commissioned in the Regular Army. 

Enlisted men of the Regular Army or Volunteers may 
be appointed second Heutenants in the Regular Army to 
vacancies created by this Act, provided they shall have 
served one year, under the same conditions now author- 
ized by law for enlisted men of the Regular Army. 

Section 15, relating to the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department, is altered so as to provide for filling future 
vacancies in the grade of major “by the appointment of 
officers of the line or of persons who have satisfactoril 
served as judge advocates of Volunteers since Apri] 21, 
1898, or of persons from civil life who at date of appoint- 


ment are not over 35 years of age, and who shall 
a satisfactory examination to be prescribed by the ym 
retary of War.”

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A lesson was given to newspaper slanderers of the 
Army by General MacArthur when he ordered the de- 
portation to the United States of George T. Rice, editor 
of the ‘‘Daily Bulletin,” a marine journal published in 
Manila, which gave currency to allegations that Lieut. 
Comdr. William Braunersreuther, captain of the port, 
had charged excessive pilotage and moorage fees, a por- 
tion of which he kept for himself. Major Stephen C. 
Mills, Inspector General, who investigated the charges, 
completely exonerated the Lieutenant Commander and 
made it so plain that the allegations were conceived in 
a condemnable spirit that General MacArthur felt con- 
strained to denominate Rice in official orders as a‘dan- 
gerous incendiary and a menace to the military situa- 
tion.” The deported editor is now on his way to this 
country. Mr. Rice will enjoy the undesirable distinction 
of being the only newspaper man in all the turbulent 
scenes of the past two years who has so vilified the de- 
fenders of the flag abroad as to make his expulsion 
necessary, and his shame ought to be the greater, as he 
was formerly a volunteer soldier. 
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Well informed officers of the Navy are of the opinion 
that the countries of Europe will demand of the armor 
manufacturers that armor plate be supplied them at the 
same price it is now sold to this country by the Carnegie 
and Bethlehem companies. The recent agreements made 
by the Navy Department with these two concerns place 
this country far ahead in the matter of obtaining cheap 
armor of the first quality of any of the powers of Eur- 
ope. Under contracts now in force between the United 
States and the Carnegie and Sethlehem companies the 
price including royalties is fixed at $454 a ton for Krupp 
and $411 for Harveyized armor. According to the latest 
information of the Navy Department Great Britain, 
Germany, France, Russia and Italy are paying more 
than $500 a ton, and Japan has only recently paid $700 
a ton for her armor. Naturally, these countries will not 
be willing to pay these prices when this country gets 
armor at a much smaller cost. It is noticeable that no 
limit of cost was fixed by the House for the armor to be 
supplied for the vessels authorized under the pending 
naval appropriation bill. It seems to be conceded that 
the recent contracts made by the Secretary of the Navy 
make the price of armor as low as could reasonably be 
expected. However, if any fight develops over the armor 
plate question it will be in the Senate, and was not to be 
expected to begin in the House, 





The claims of Col Richard Comba, 5th Inf., tur ap- 
pointment as Brigadier General, U. S. A., are being 
pushed by his many friends, who urge his claims in 
view of his splendid record, his having longer service 
than any other officer now on the active list, and his 
service as Brigadier General of Volunteeis during the 
Spanish-American war. We have heretofore referred 
te Colonel Comba’s record, and take pleasure in doing 
so again, now that the chances for promotion are im- 
proved under the new order of things. 
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H. H. Suplee, a member of the Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, who is preparing a monograph on Robert 
Fulton, has in his possession a copy of a letter written 
by Fulton and recently unearthed in the State archives 
of France. lt was addressed to Bonaparte when he was 
seriously contemplating an attempt to convey an army 
across the Channel and conquer England.

The world’s product of Bessemer steel 
in 1892 would have made a colonnade of pillars 20 feet 
in diameter and 100 high, 1672 in number, extending 
over three miles, on each hand, or a single row 
over six miles long. The work of a year would construct 





a steel] wall 5 feet in thickness, 20 feet high, and 100 
miles | which would be enough to inclose an area 
of about square miles, in diameter, suf- 
ficient to inclose London and its suburbs in a circle 
radiating over 30 miles from St. Paul’s or the Bank. 
The foundation of the wall itself would occupy 60 
acres. The United States enters the new century with 
just about this total production of steel.

RECENT DEATHS. 


The Rev. Job G. Bass, the venerable chaplain of the 
Kings County Penitentiary, New York, who died in 
Brooklyn Jan. 26, was born in Charleston, 8. C., on 
Feb. 4, 1816. He became a Methodist minister, and in 
1841 was licensed to preach. In 1850 he came to Brook- 
lyn and joined the Fleet Street Methodist Church. In 
1861 he assisted in organizing the 90th New York Vol- 
unteers, and became chaplain of the regiment. He 
served three years under Generals Banks and Sheridan. 
In the field he was noted for his fearlessness in visiting 
yellow fever and smallpox camps. He acted as a dele- 
gate of the Christian Commission, as chaplain of the 
Seamen’s Society, and was chaplain at the Washington 
Navy Yard and at City Point, Va. After the war Mr. 
Bass became a missionary of the Brooklyn City Mission 
Society. From 1866 he was chaplain of the Kings 
County Penitentiary. Mr. Bass leaves no family, his 
wife having died three years ago. 

Gen. Leonard A. Dickinson, who died at his home in 
Hartford, Conn., Jan. 27, served as assistant adjutant 
general of the 19th Army Corps of the Civil War, and 
later was quartermaster general on the staff of Governor 
Jewell of Connecticut. For several years he had been 
treasurer of the Soldiers’ Home at Noroton, and at the 
time of his death was 75 years of age. 

Col. Andrew McGonnigle, U. 8. A., retired, died Jan. 
25 in Asheville, N. C. Colonel McGonnigle was an offi- 
cer during the Civil War, and was connected with the 
Quartermaster’s Department, Department of the Mis- 
souri. He was court-martialed in 1875 on the charge 
of conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman, tor 
cursing and threatening to cane Capt. Charles P. Eagan, 
afterward commissary general. He was retired for 
age March 4, 1893. 

Lieut. Col. William J. Simms, a veteran of the 82d 
New York Volunteers, died at his home in New York 
. He was with the Army of the Potomac in all 
its battles after the first Bull Run. Hie was shot four 
times at Gettysburg, and carried a piece of shell im- 
bedded in his chin as a memento of that battle. He 
was severely wounded in the head in 1864 while serving 
on the staff of Gen. A. S. Webb. At the close of the 
war he was brevetted lieutenant colonel for meritorious 
services on the field of battle. 

Gen. Louis Hebert, who died a few days since on his 
plantation in St. Martin Parish, La., at the age of 77 
years, graduated from West Point in 1845, and resigned 
from the Army in February, 1846. During the Civil 
War he entered the Confederate Army as colonel of the 
3d Louisiana. He was made a brigadier general in 
1862 and bore the brunt of the fight at Iuka and Cor- 
inth. General Hebert was captured a second time at the 
surrender of Vicksburg, where he assisted in the defence 
against Grant. He was again exchanged and appointed 
to the command of the Engineering Department in North 
Carolina, which post he held to the end of the Civil War. 
Since the war he had been engaged in planting. 

Gen. Count Gourko, one of Russia’s most distinguished 
generals, whose service during the Russo-Turkish War 
- still remembered by many,. died Jan. 29 at St. Peters- 

urg. 

Col. Norton Taylor, who died recently in Kingston, 
Ontario, Canada, from the effects of a fall, was a son 
of the late Rear Admiral W. R. Taylor, U. 8S. N. He 
was about 60 years of age. 

Capt. Alexander Shaw Porter, assistant surgeon, U. 
S. A., retired, who died Jan. 6, 1901, at his residence, 
122 Eureka street, Redlands, Cal., was born in Mary- 
land, and was appointed assistant surgeon, U. S. A 
from that State in 1893. He was retired with rank of 
eaptain, March 2, 1899, for disability incurred in the 
4 of duty. He was an efficient officer while on active 

uty. 

Mr. Edward Floyd-Jones, who died in New York 
Jan. 23, aged 78 was a member of the distinguished 
Long Island family of that name, and was a brother of 
Col. DeLancey Floyd-Jones, U. 8S. A., retired. 

The funeral of the late Capt. George J. Godfrey, 22d 
U. 8S. Inf., killed in action in the Philippines, took place 
on Saturday, Jan. 19, 1, from the residence of his 
parents, 516 E. 120th street, New York City, where a 
short prayer was offered by Dr. Wall. The funeral party 
was conveyed by special car to West Point, via West 
Shore Railroad. At West Point they were met by Lieut. 
Malvern Hill Barnum, who had full charge of the mili- 
tary arrangements. The pall-bearers were classmates 
and friends. The coffin was placed on a caisson wrapped 
in the American flag and covered with floral edierings 
Despite the extreme cold and high wind, in the funeral 
procession were the full staff of officers stationed at the 
Academy, under Col. Albert L. Mills, and the U. 8.

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THE CHAMPION PLEBDB. 


Capt. Francis H. Schoeffel 9th Inf., who was gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy in 1891, according to a 
Rochester, N. Y., correspondent of the New York 
“Sun,” is the officer referred to in the West Point 
hazing testimony, who while a “plebe” at West Point 
“whipped every man who was pitted against him; 
fought five men in one day, and in all licked about 
thirty,” and according to Congressman Wanger de- 
serves a commemorative tablet in Memorial Hall. 
This correspondent says that “in Rochester, where 
Frank Schoeffel passed his boyhood and prepared for 
West Point, this testimony has a peculiar significance, 
for it is generally believed that he is the young man 
referred to. He is well built and a six-footer. He is 
a son of Col. Francis A. Schoeffel, of Rochester. 

“In 1887 he secured an appointment from this dis- 
trict. He studied hard, but he did not neglect devel- 
opment in another direction. With his brother, Ber- 
nard Schoeffel, who is now also an officer in the 
Inf. [1st Lieut. John B. Schoeffel?], and other young 
men, he ran miles at a time to get his wind. It was 
not unusual for him to run for miles down one side of 
the canal, undress, wrap his clothes in a bundle, toss 
them across the canal, swim across, dress and return 
to the city at top speed. . 

“Colonel Schoeffel sympathized with the lad in his 

ambitions and hired a may | instructor to give Frank 
lessons. As far as possible he practised all the blows 
known to those with whom he puts on the big mitts, and 
when he went to West Point he was considered one 
of the best boxers among amateurs in Rochester. Thus 
Frank Schoeffel accomplished two objects. He was in 
fine fettle for his physical examination and he knew 
that not every classmate would be able to knock him 
around with impunity. 
_ “All sorts of stories came back to this city concern- 
ing the encounters of Schoeffel with upper classmen 
after he entered West Point. One is the story told 
concerning the occasion when he was called out to fight 
a cadet of a higher class. It is said that Schoeffel 
fought twenty-three rounds, whipping his opponent so 
badly that the latter was forced to go to a hospital. 

“Later in his career at West Point it is related that 
Schoeffel told another man that he did not consider 
him good enough for polite society. The other fellow 
was a bully, who had left Schoeffel severely alone. 
Schoeffel didn’t like the man’s general make-up and 
when the two met to fight it out, according to the 
story that is told of the fray, Schoeffel blacked first 
the right and then the left eye of his man and then 
knocked out two teeth. He is said to have fought 
three battles, being victorious in each, and was gener- 
ally accounted the most expert man with his fists in 
the Academy.” 

Capt. Schoeffel at graduation from the Academy 
stood 22 in a class of 64. He was 8 in history, 6 in 
law, 12 in chemistry, 15 in ordnance, 20 in philosophy, 
25 in drill and in French, 26 in drawing, 25 in Spani 
29 in engineering, 42 in English, 43 in discipline an 
58 in matheniatics.

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FOOTBALL AT THE NATIONAL ACADEMIES. 


Since the close of the football season suggestions 
have come to us relative to the advisability of making 
the future contests of the Naval and Military Academies 
inter-academy affairs and doing away with competi- 
tions with outside institutions. It is argued, not with- 
out some show of force, that the Academies are put 
in a wrong light before the public through competitions 
with other colleges that have larger fields to draw their 
team material from and more time for each member 
of the eleven to devote to acquiring proficiency in- the 
game. It is not to be expected that a field of a few hun- 
dred young men will be able to offer as large a choice of 
candidates for the eleven as an institution in which the 
students are numbered by ag many thousands. How- 
ever, there is this to be said on this point: That the 
showing made by both academies against such mam- 


“ moth colleges as Yale, Harvard and Princeton is no 


doubt due to the fine physique that is required of a 
cadet before he can enter either academy. The stand- 
ing of the academies in their contests with the large 
universities is by no means one to be ashamed of, and 
to those who can understand the disparity in recruiting 
fields is really one to be proud of, 

There is this always to consider when one talks about 
the estimates passed upon sporting events. The sport- 
ing public are always willing to take into consideration 
all the factors that enter into the competition, and it is 
this provably that has given a sporting crowd so high a 
reputation for fairness. If the acaaemies were te be 
judged only by the throngs that assemble around the 
gridirons, their status would certainly not be in 
doubt, and they would get all the creuit and praise they 
were justly entitled to, but unfortunately the vast popu- 
lation far beyond the limits of the cheering and shout- 
ing multitudes will sit in judgment upon the cadets and 
measure their physical qualities entirely by the record of 
their defeats at the hands of their giant rivals. 

But more important than the question of recruiting 
fields for the football elevens is the argument that the 
cadet’s future in life depends too much upon his rating 
at graduation for him to endanger his entire subsequent 
career for the sake of having some young woman fall on 
his neck after a touchdown, or a grizzled old admiral 
or general jump up and dance around like a Comanche 
Indian because he gained forty yards around the end. 
An officer’s standing in the Army depends upon the per- 
centage: he achieved in his days as a student, but no 
such element enters into the career of the young man 
who is graduated from a university or college and goes 
into civil life. Percentages which are everything to the 
embryo officer are nothing to the collegian, except as 
matters of personal pride and family honor, which are 
soon forgotten in the strenuous competitions of com- 
mercial or professional life. Not so with the cadet. 
His promotions hark back to that eventful day when 
he found out his rating on the books of the Acad- 
emy, and perhaps as the years roll by and he sees 
himself moving only slowly up the slope of advance- 
ment, while the chap who didn’t know a ‘football from 
a pair of sculls is clear out of sight up the hill, his 
shoulders hidden in epaulets or glittering with stars, 
very inconsequential may seem these desperate strug- 
gles on the gridirons to pluck victory from Yale or 
Princeton, and willing indeed may he be to trade all the 
memories of shouts in his honor for just a few months 
more at the old grind with the books and another 
“crack” at the “exams.” The necessity of guarding the 
cadet against this experience makes it necessary so to 
restrict the practice of football at the academies as 
seriously to handicap the cadets in contests with other 
institutions. 

Those who cling to the idea that the system of meet- 
ing all comers and asking favors from none is one that 
tends to build up the strenuousity of tne cadets insist 
that the cadets make as good a showing against the 
biggest universities as do the smaller civil institutions, 
and declare that statistics snow that West Point and 
Annapolis always hold their own with colleges of the 
same size. They point out that by these annual football 
competitions the cadets are kept in touch with the outside 
world and are better able to gauge themselves than if 
they were confined to their academic limits and judged 
themselves entirely by academic standards. The rowdy- 
ism that has invaded and often sullied the game of base- 
ball has not yet appeared in the football world, and 
anyone can play the game at present and still remain a 
gentleman and feel that he is associating with gentle- 
men. By seeing the cadets on the various gridirons 
the general public come to form 4 generous opinion of 
the young men from the academies, and this feeling 
must have its pleasant consequences in the future, 

If football is a factor in the development of young 
men that great educators assert it is, then the cadets 
would be deprived of something distinctly valuable by 
being cut off from competition with other colleges, for 
the alternative proposition that the contests should .be 
only between the academies would not afford the same 
amount of variety in combating tactics and in that 


respect would fail in the most important particular, 
which is the training of the cadet to adjust himself to 
sudden emergencies and combinations from the other 
side. This alternative proposition is even attacked | 
some who declare that the football games generate 
feelings of jealousy between the academies that may in 
the end result in an open rupture. All of this is quite 
true, for it is one of the weaknesses of human nature 
that we can’t have our cake and eat it at the same time, 
but.it may be suggested to such squeamish individuals 
that one of. the duties of the academies is to teach the 
youths there attending to be able to take a “licking” 
in a hearty way and with manly appreciation of the 
good qualities of the victors. If ‘here is danger of a 
rupture in the friendly relations between the two Acad- 
emies because one eleven can run faster or buck harder 
than the other, it may be all the more reason why they 
should be thrown together so often in that way that 
they would get over the tendency of pouting and getting 
into a high dudgeon over nothing.

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NEW ASSIGNMENTS FOR PHILIPPINES. 


As will be seen in official orders published elsewhere in 
this issue, important changes have been ordered among 
general officers of the Army. 

Brig. Gen. James F. Wade, senior brigadier in the 
Army, has been relieved from the command of the De- 
partment of Dakota, and is ordered to proceed to the 
Philippines in March next, and Brig. Gen. William 
Ludlow, junior brigadier, who has been on duty in 
Washington, is also ordered to the Philippines, and will 
sail in company with General Wade. Both are officers 
of ripe experience. General Wade was born in Ohio, 
and appointed from that State as a 1st lieutenant in the 
6th U. S. Cavalry in May, 1861, serving throughout the 
Civil War. He was made brevet brigadier general, U. 
S. V., for gallant services in the campaign in South- 
western Virginia; brevet captain, U. S. A., for gallant 
and meritorious services at the battle of Beverly Ford, 
Va.; brevet major, U. S. A., for gallant and meritorious 
services in action at Marion, East Tennessee; brevet 
lieutenant colonel and colonel, U. S. A., for gallant and 
meritorious services during the war. He reached the 
grade of brigadier general, U. S. A., May 26, 1897, and 
was appointed a major general of Volunteers May 4, 
1898. 

General Ludlow, who was born in New York, was 
graduated from the U. 8S. Military Academy in the 
class of 1864, and assigned to the Corps of Engineers 
as a Ist lieutenant, and has served in the Corps in the 
grades of captain, major, lieutenant and colonel. He 
was appointed a brigadier general of Volunteers May 
4, 1898, and major general September 7 of the same 
year. During the war with Spain General Ludlow 
was in command of a brigade at the battle of El Caney, 
in Lawton's division, and in the official report of the 
latter he received high praise. During his service in 
the Civil War General Ludlow participated in the 
siege and capture of Atlanta in 1864. He was chief 
engineer of the Army of Georgia in 1864-65, ana was 
assistant engineer with General Sherman in his march 
to the sea. He was brevetted captain July 20, 1864, 
for gallant and meritorious service in the defense of 
Altoona Pass, Ga., and on Dec. 21, 1864, was brevetted 
major for meritorious services in the campaign through 
Georgia in 1864. 

Various and sundry reports have been circulated by 
the daily press pertaining to these assignments by 
Generals Wade and Ludlow, but we sre assured that 
up to the present time there has been no decision as 
to whom the two officers will relieve. It is also known 
that General MacArthur, although he has never com- 
plained, would be glad of relief, and in this connection 
it has been intimated that General Wade will be made 
a major general under the new reorganization bill and 
placed in command of the Department of the Pacific. 
However, there is no certainty as to the order in which 
the President will make the appointments to fill the 
vacancies in these grades of major- and brigadier-gen- 
eral, and possibly General MacArthur will be the rank- 
ing officer in the Philippines. Speculation is rife as to 
who will be made major general under the new law, 
and there seems to be a general understanding that the 
first four brigadier generals will be promoted to the 
places. As to the brigadier generals created by the act 
it is impossible to say who will be favored by the 
President; but we are assured that there will be many 
of the older officers appointed and retired with the ad- 
vanced rank, among whom will be Colonels Schwan 
and Daggett. 
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THE REPUBLIC STILL LIVES. 


We regret to find our esteemed ex-President, Grover 
Cleveland, so disturbed by pessimistic doubts and fears 
as to the future of the Republic. According to his opin- 
ions, as expressed in the “Saturday Evening Post,” the 
problems now presented to our thoughtful citizenship 
are of more serious import and involve more stupendous 
und far-reaching consequences than any that have ever 
arisen before in our history. That the problems before 
us are serious no one will question, but he is a rash 
man who declares that they are more serious than any 
preceding them. Our forefathers certainly thought that 
the Declaration of Independence, to which they pledged 
their lives and their sacred honor, involved consequences 
of the gravest importance, and the stupendous results 
that have followed that declaration have convinced the 
world that they were right in their opinion. Equally 





grave in its portent for the future was the question we 
debated for four years on the field of battle, whether 
this Republic should be divided into two hostile na- 
tions, and perhaps it may not be improper to recall 
the fact that Mr. Cleveland was then so doubtfu! 
of the wisdom of the course which resulted in re- 
establishing the Union that he withheld from the Goy- 
ernment of that time his sympathy and support. Is it 
not reasonable to assume that he may again be mis- 
taken as to the outcome of our present conditions? 

And to whom does Mr. Cleveland refer when he speaks 
of those who “set our country’s anticipated aggrandize- 
ment against our national morality?’ We know of no 
class of men, no party, not even a faction, who hold to 
the creed Mr. Cleveland has formulated as representing 
the opinion of those who do not agree with him. We 
have stumbled upon perplexing problems, in the so. 
lution of which good men may differ, but we have not 
observed that Mr. Cleveland, with all his wisdom and 
his large experience, has been able to give us a single 
suggestion as to how we can deal with these problems 
more wisely or more successfully than we are doing now. 

What we look for in such men as our ex-Presidents 
is a clearly defined statement of the several steps they 
would have us take to lead us to different conclusions. 
With this we shall be in a better position to determine 
the value of their advice. If Jeremiads are ever of 
service they are of little value as a guide to public 
opinion, and ex-President Cleveland should furnish 
something more definite and more instructive than a 
wail of despondency. The reiteration in various forms 
of despairing utterance of the declaration that to be 
happy we must be virtuous, is no doubt a great relief 
to the feelings, but it is not the expression of states- 
manship, which not only points to the right end but 
shows us by what successive steps we may attain to it. 

We speak in this matter on behalf of our Army, which 
has a right to ask that it should be sustained by all 
patriotic and right-thinking men in the difficult task im- 
posed upon it, or else relieved from that task by a 
definite declaration of some different policy from that 
the country by its votes has called upon them to enforce. 
We have no sympathy with the talk about danger to 
our Republic because an army ordered on duty by the 
National Congress, and subject at all times to its con- 
trol, is engaged in new territory in maintaining public 
order in accordance with our treaty obligations and the 
requirements of national honor. It is with reference 
not alone to what is said in the article from which we 
quote but to similar utterances that we speak. It is 
not a time for wailing, but for clean-cut, sharply-defined, 
and exact statements as to what is wanted, with a full 
consideration of all the consequences that may follow a 
given line of action.

The board of officers appointed for the purpose of ex- 
amining, with a view to its purchase by this Govern- 
ment from Spain, the large steel dry dock at Havana, 
has submitted its report to the Secretary of the Navy. 
Although the board recommends that the dock be pur- 
chased, the Bureau of Yards and Docks has placed the 
following endorsement upon the report and the same 
has been favorably acted upon by the Secretary of the 
Navy: “The board finds the dock to be in serious need 
of cleaning and painting. Although the accessible por- 
tions are reported in a fair state of preservation, repairs 
and additions necessary to put the dock in condition for 
naval purposes are estimated to cost $220,000, and in- 
cluding the expenses of preparing it for a sea trip and 
towing it to some Navy Yard on the Atlantic coast, the 
estimate is increased to $280,500. As the offer of the 
Spanish Government is to sell the dock as it lies in the 
harbor of Havana for $250,000, it appears that when 
ready for service in some United States port for dock- 
ing vessels of 10,000 tons displacement, its original rat- 
ing, it would cost this Government $530,500. As there 
is no present necessity for such a dry dock, its purchase 
would involve a further appropriation by Congress of 
about one-quarter million dollars, and the total cost 
would equal if not exceed that of an entirely new dock 
of the same class and capacity built expressly for this 
Government and under its particular requirements and 
specifications, it is recommended that the tender by the 
Spanish Government of the steel floating dry dock at 
Havana at the price of $250,000 be not accepted.” 
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“Scribner’s” for February has a charming account of 
the mediaeval City of Carcasonne in Languedoc, France, 
which was never taken during the wars of the Middle 
Ages, though often besieged. Its fortifications restored 
by Viollet-le-Duc give an object lesson on feudal warfare 
which will light up the pages of history with a new in- 
terest. An account of Albi by the same author which 
follows is of like interest. In this number of the maga- 
zine “Russia of To-day” is described by ‘Henry Norman, 
M. P. We have an account of “Punishment and Re- 
venge in China.” Mr. George Horton gives us his sec- 
ond paper on “Modern Athens,” and there is a variety 
of other excellent reading, incluaing the delightful 
“Stage Reminiscences of Mrs. Gilbert.” She tells of 
going to see a performance of Faust when something 
went wrong with the trap that should have let Mephis- 
topheles down to the under-world. He went half-way 
down and then stuck; they hitched him up a bit, and he 
went down better, but stuck again. They tried two or 
three times, and then had to lower tne curtain with him 
sticking head and shoulders above the trap. A voice in 
the gallery shouted out: “Hurrah, boys, hell’s full,” and 
the house roared. 
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THE HOLLAND TORPEDO BOAT. 


The hearings before the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on the Holland submarine boats brought out 
many interesting statements of opiniun concerning these 
novel craft. Those who testified in favor of the boat 
were Admiral Farquhar, Captain Folger, Commander 
Mason, Commander Wainwright and Lieut. H. H. Cald- 
well, who saw its manoeuvres at Newport, and Admiral 
Hichborn, Admiral Dewey and Lewis Nixon. 

Acmiral O’Neil argued against the Holland type on 
the ground that it was experimental, and it was not best 
to spend any more money on it until it had demon- 
strated its military value. He dwelt upon the dangers 
attending submarine navigation; the dependence of ves- 
sels designed for it upon a base or convoy; the difficulty 
of keeping them in running order, and their insufficient 
speed. He said: “The only use of the Holland is to 
discharge torpedoes, and no weapon is more erratic and 
uncertain in its flight than the torpedo. It must be ad- 
justed and launched with the greatest accuracy to have 
even a possibility of hitting its mark, and when dis- 
charged from a boat as erratic in its movements as the 
Holland the possibility is reduced to a minimum. 

“As regards the patentable features of the Holland, 
they must be few in number and insignificant in char- 
acter, as she is almost entirely made up of commercial 
appliances. I do not consider the company’s patents on 
their boats worth buying.” 

Speaking of the monitor, Admiral O'Neil said that if 
the original monitor had “been accepted us a possibility, 
we should have no battleship.” He might have added 
that if Kricsson’s invention had been refused a trial, we 
should have had none of the modern battleships for 
which it furnished the germ idea. This argument favors 
the trial of the Holland, speaking from a thorough 
knowledge of the subject, based upon our possession of 
the private papers lett by Nricsson, we may say that the 
monitor never would have been accepted as it was but 
for her fortunate encounter with the Merrimac. Even 
with the prestige of that affair, Ericsson found it suffi- 
ciently difficult to pass the ordeal of Bureau require- 
ments and criticisms, 

Mr. Hawley: “Do you consider yourself in a better 
position to pass upon this question than Captain Fol- 
yer?” 


Admiral O’Neil: “No; not in a better position, but 
as good, because I believe I have investigated the sub- 
ject more fully as regards the Holland than Captain 
Kolger has.” - 

Mr. Hawley: “He has a reputation?’ 

Admiral O’Neil: “Yes, sir; he is a man of marked 
ability. I think what he has said has been. unduly en- 
larged upon and is made to convey more than he intend- 
ed it should.” 

Admiral O’Neil further said: “Foreign powers will 
hesitate before making war on this country if it has an 
effective fleet of battleships and cruisers, which it takes 
years to create, whereas the possession of innumerable 
submarine boats wouid have no bearing on the subject. 
If submarine boats such as are represented by the Hol- 
land type are desirable, they can be built in a few 
mouths, but they cannot be kept in a state of efficiency 
for xears with a view to being in readiness when needed. 
Ships of war can be kept in an efficient condition, and 
so can fortifications, and our main reliance for offense 
and defense should be in them, and not in such uncertain 
and impotent craft as are now under discussion.” 

Admiral Melville thought that the mechanism of the 
Holland would be continually getting out of order, and 
that such trials, even if the machinery was working all 
right, would be of little value for harbor defense. ‘They 
might frighten a nervous commander, but could not fol- 
low him if -he ran away. An enterprising commander 
ve a take a torpedo boat and run right over the Hol- 
land, 

Admiral Melville: “I have listened to the talk of our 
friend Holland in the Board meetings for hours and I 
have read the newspaper reports.” 

Mr. Hawley: ‘I hope you have read your brother 
officers’ reports also?” 

Admiral Melville: “They are very few. That idea 
is supported by a gentleman known as Crazy John Lowe, 
who wanted to attack Habana.” 

Mr. Hawley: “Is Lieutenant Caldwell crazy also?” 

Admiral Melville: “No, sir; Caldwell is a very fine 
man,” 

Mr. Hawley: “Is Admiral Farquhar crazy?” 

Admiral Melville: “I would not want to say so; Far- 
quhar is a fine man.” 

Admiral Bradford also opposed the purchase of sub- 
marine boats “because of their little prospective value.” 
He said: “There is much that is attractive in the idea 
of using submarine boats for attacking ships. It has 
been seriously proposed and considered for one hundred 
and twenty-five years, but not a single instance of suc- 
cess can be cited, and there have been many failures. 
A submarine boat sealed up and made water-tight with 
little or no buoyancy presents practically no means of 
escape in case of disaster or accident such as may occur 
almost at any time during war. This will have a serious 
effect upon the crew. If there is one chance for a man 
to escape in case of defeat he will cheerfully take it, but 
there are very few who will do good work when there 
is no chance. That the chances are few was fully dem- 
onstrated by the little David at Charleston during the 
Civil War.” 

The Admiral apparently overlooked the fact that there 
was no difficulty in obtaining men to navigate the David, 
though three successive crews, twenty-seven in all, 
were drowned in her. 

Admiral Hichborn was much more favorably disposed 
toward the Holland, contending that she had passed the 
experimental stage. He thonght that we should have at 
least two Hollands for each of the large harbors and 
larger cities of our country. He said: 

“Tt would be a help to nervous people. We had a 
little experience in that regard during the last war. 
The people along the New England coast raided the 
Navy Department from morning till night for old 
monitors that had been condemned more than thirty 
years; and we took them down there and they kept quiet 
ifter that.” 

Mr. Hawley:

thing you could get.” 

Mr. Hawley: “If these boats were stationed at the 
different cities what effect would it have on the nerves 
of the people on a squadron blockading ports of the 
United Btates?” 

Admiral Hichborn: “It would keep them up nights. 
It would keep them busy. Admiral wewey expressed 
that very well. He said he could not have gone into 
the harbor of Manila had these submarine boats existed 
in that harbor. He said that if he had got in there and 
these submarine boats had existed, nervous strain

“As good a cure for it as any- 


upon his officers and men would have worn them out, not 
knowing when an attack was to take place.” 

Mr. Hawley: “Do we understand that your judgment 
with respect to these boats is that they are of such a 
character, and will play such a minent and important 
part hereafter, that it will inevitably become the policy 
of this Government to construct this or a similar boat?’ 

Admiral Hichborn: “Without any question. It is 
also my opinion that the English Government will be 
following it up in a very short time; and I have more 
than just an ordinary reason for saying that, because I 
have communications from some of the leading archi- 
tects of the English Government who take the liberty 
to write me and ask my advice. I can judge from the 
tone of their letters; and their whole disposition is to 
ve soon have submarine boats. No nation can be 
without them. You have got to have in war what every 
other nation has. It is no new thing for inventions of 
this kind, or changes of this kind, to made in modern 
warfare to meet great opposition. if you will look at 
the history of our Government, you will find that all 
new undertakings have been opposed by the Navy 
partment, opposed A the people connected with it, and 
have always met with great opposition, and they have to 
develop themselves. I heard the Monitor referred to in 
that connection. If any one follows up the history of 
the Monitor, he will find that it took President Lincoln's 
order to build that vessel, the opposition was so great.”

HAZING AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


The resolution introduced in the House by Mr. Sher- 
man providing for an investigation of the alleged hazing 
at Annapolis has been the cause of much discussion 
among officers of the Navy on duty at the Navy De- 
partment. It does not seem to be the generally ac- 
cepted belief that hazing as a practice exists at the 
Naval Academy as at West Point, and, indeed, the 
Superintendent, Commander Wainwright, has made a 
report to the Secrétary of the Navy in which he says 
that such an investigation as proposed by the Sherman 
resolution would do much more harm than good, and in 
fact is not needed. On this subject the Secretary of the 
Navy has written the following letter to Representative 
Sherman, in which he says: “Both myself and the 
Superintendent, Commander Wainwright, would cor- 
dially welcome a most thorough and complete investi- 
gation, if Congress desires it, believing that it would 
only result to the credit of the officers and cadets. 
There is the serious objection, which I am sure you will 
appreciate, that the accompanying sensation and in- 
terruption to the course of studies would be very in- 
jurious to the peeing and probably demoralize it for 
the rest of the year. hen, too, there are the exagger- 
ated misapprehensions which naturally arise in the 7 
lie mind when an investigation is had, even if it is 
afterward found that there is no occasion for it. I do 
not say this in order to avert the investigation, if it is 
desirable, as I should rather have one, with all the 
injury it would entail, than to have the Academy under 
any suspicion for which there was a foundation. 

“Meantime I have asked the superintendent about the 
matter, and he tells me that he does not believe that 
hazing, as an institution, has existed at the Academy for 
a number of years. The regulations are very strict, 
and I enclose a copy of them. Pven the cadet code 
forbids laying hands on a fourth classman. F ng, 
forcing a fourth classman to perform menial services, 
or forcing them to fight, has never been a custom, Com- 
mander Wainwright says further that, as to the prepar- 
atory schools, he has never heard the slightest intima- 
tion of any hazing there. If there were, it is a matter 
over which the are Department has no control, as 
a ad preparatory schools are entirely independent of 
A 

Two days later the Secretary repeated this statement 
in a letter addressed to the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs enclosing a copy of the let- 
ter to Mr. Sherman. 








The battery decided upon on Jan. 29 for the five 
United States warships building and for the two in the 
Naval bill consists of four 12-inch, four 8-inch and six- 
teen 6-inch guns, which, it is said, surpasses anything 
hitherto proposed for a single ship in any navy. The 
8s and 12s are superimposed, and there are eight 6s 
in each broadside. Twelve of these 6s are on the main 
deck, on a level with the 12s, and of these four are on 
the corners of the quadrilateral citadel, with dead fore 
and aft fire, and an arc of 180 degrees. Above each of 
these corner guns is one of the remaining four 6s, well 
protected by armored casemates. This remarkable and 
absolutely homogeneous battery of 6s is rapid-fire, each 
gun firing three times a minute. It is the new pattern 
naval 6, the latest improvement of the ordnance ex- 
perts, and is as much superior to the old 6 of last oy 
and earlier as a 13-inch gun is to an 8. Its len 1s 
50 calibres, or 300 inches, and with the new smokeless 
service powder, its 100-pound projectile starts from the 
muzzle with the velocity of 3, feet a second, instead 
of 2,000 feet, the best obtained ‘by its pretectenm, Each 
of these sixteen guns on the new battleships will pierce, 
at the rate of three times a minute, all the armor of 
any battleship ever built except that of turrets and 
citadels. In other words, the new naval 6 will easily 
perforate over five inches of the highest class Kruppized 
armor at two miles range, more than six inches at one 
mile, more than seven inches at half a mile, and each 
gun will do this every twenty seconds.

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Once again the question of the superposed turrets 
for the battleships of our Navy has come to the fore, 
and from the indications at present it seems more than 
likely that all of the battleships of the Pennsylvania 
and Virginia class will have this style of turret instead 
of giving two of the six new ships the old style of 
turret, as was intended. Important action has recently 
been taken by the Secretary of the Navy in this con- 
nection and also pertaining to the pateeny arrangement 
of the two ships which will be authori by the pend- 
ing bill for the Navy. Orders have been issued direct- 
ing the reassembling of the board which last year met 
for the purpose of deciding upon the battery arrange- 
ment of.the battleships of the Pennsylvania, Georgia 
and Virginia class. The board will consider a recom- 
mendation recently made by Rear Admiral O'Neil look- 
ing to the modification of the batteries of the five battle- 
ships just contracted for. Admiral O'Neil urges that 
under the present plans some of the magazines for the 
8-inch and 6-inch guns located opposite the boiler and 
engine rooms were of insufficient size. It is believed 
that in the superposed turrets like those on the Ken- 
tucky and Kearsarge this will be remedied, and it is 
also urged that the turrets of all of the vessels should 
conform to the new style. pre

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE.

The Revenue Cutter Grant, Capt. D. &. Tozier, returned 
to Port Townsend, Washington, Jan. 18, from a cruise 
among the islands and made one of the, most important 
captures that has been made by any revenue vessel for 
many months. The capture consists of twenty-two Japa- 
nese contract laborers and the two men who imported 
them into the country. For some months past numbers 
of Japanese as well as Chinese have been crossing the 
boundary line between the United States and British 
Columbia and although extra vigilance has been mair- 
tained it is almost impossible to guard the entire line 
and the waterways. ‘I'he Grant arrived off the camp on 
Waldron Island, located about three miles from British 
territory Jan. 16, and an armed party in charge of Lieut. 
Satterlee was landed. Upon evidence given by the em- 
ployes in the camp on Waldron Island there were uppre- 
hended twenty-two Japanese contract laborers who stated 
that they were engaged in cutting wood to be used by the 
Roche Harbor Lime Company. The Grant then pro- 
ceeded to Roche Harbor tor the purpose of arresting 
two brothers named Padrone and they were immediatc!y 
arrested. In the harbor was their sloop in wich the 
Japs were brought from British Columbia and the s.oop 
was laden with supplies for the Japanese camp on Wal- 
dron sland. Captain Tozier seized the slooop and its 
cargo of provisions.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


It is interesting to note the large amount of Govern- 

ment shipbuilding work now contracted for at the va- 
rious private shipbuilding companies. The Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, Newport 
News, Va., now leads all American ship yards in the 
amount of ship tonnage under construction, the 12 ships 
building by em aggregating 112,475 gross tonnage. 
Cramps’ Ship Yard, at Philadelphia, is second, with 
104,285 tons; Maryland Steel Company, of Baltimore, 
third, with 64,024 tons; Union Iron Works, of San Fran- 
cisco, fourth, with 63,120 tons, and the Eastern Ship- 
building Company, of New London, Conn., fifth, with 
42,000 tons. These aggregate tonnages include for the 
Newport News, Cramps’ and Union Iron Company, 
the new warship awards which have just been made 
to them by the Government. Then there is a large 
amount of work at the William R. Trigg Company, of 
Richmond, Va. This includes the U. 8S. cruiser Galves- 
ton, torpedo boat destroyers Dale and Decatur, torpedo 
boats Shubrick, Stockton and Thornton and 2 revenue 
cutters. The Crescent Shipyard at Elizabethport, N. J., 
also have a large amount of Government work, as noted 
~y" time since in our columns, and several other yards 
are usy. 
Contracts for work aggregating more than $7,500,000 
were signed at the Navy Department, Washington, 
D. C., Jan. 26, by President Oreutt and Judge Payson, 
representing the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company, of Virginia. The contracts were for one 
sheathed armored cruiser of 14,500 tons, to cost $3,885,- 
”), and for a similar cruiser unsheathed, to cost 
$3,775,000. 

The intricate and expensive casting for the stem of 
the eruiser Galveston, now under construction by the 
Trigg Company, has been received by the contractors 
from the makers, and it is exciting considerable com- 
ment on account of the size of the stem as well as by 
reason of the material. The stem is cast in a single 
piece of phosphor-bronze, and is an excellent piece of 
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founding skill. The various angles and bevels for the 
reception of the bow plating are cast in their appro- 
priate places, and it will be erected into. place in the 
course of the next few weeks. Phosphor-bronze pos- 
sesses the valuable property of not being appreciably 
affected by salt water, and its employment in connection 
with steel plating is not in ony. degree inimical to the 
structural strength of the vessel. 

The U. 8. S. Illinois which is receiving her finishing 
touches at the hands of her builders, the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company, will it is expected, be ready for 
a preliminary trial trip about the middle of February. 
According to present calculation the vessel should be 
ready to go into commission in July next. 

The U. S. S. Boston, which has been undergoing re- 
pairs at Mare Isiand, Cal., is reported as practically 
ready for sea, as is also the Alert. 

The rapid increase in the employment of the water- 
tube boiler for steamship duty in this country has in- 
spired foreign inventors and builders with the desire to 
supply the needs of the situation. In this important mat- 
ter the Thornycroft type of boiler stands at the head, and 
it is not putting it too strongly to assert that this type 
of boiler is easily in the lead for'efficiency, and its record 
stands deservedly high with the steamboat men and 
steamship owners whose experience has been long enough 
to entitle their estimate to weight. The experience of 
this boiler in the numerous torpedo craft being con- 
structed and tested by the U. S. Government is such 
as to insure its continued employment wherever steady 
and violent steaming is a desideratum. 

“Le Yacht,” which is a believer in torpedoes and 
submarines, has an article on the organization of tor- 

o craft for the defense of the French coasts. Dur- 
ing the year 1901 it is expected that France will com- 
plete four destroyers, ten sea-going torpedo boats, eigh- 
teen first-class torpedo boats, six submarines, and two 
submersible vessels. The program of distribution for the 
torpedo boats contemplates the utilization of 238 of 
them, among which are to be included the boats existing 
and in course of construction, and twenty-nine destroyers 
or other boats as chiefs of groups. The completion of 
this program is anticipated for the year 1906. 

A school for the training of engineers and engineer 
artificers for the French Navy has been opened at Lor- 
ient with 200 pupils. Its establishment is the result 
of the difficulties experienced in filling the engine-room 
complements. 

Mr. F. A. L. Kitchen, B. A., one of the naval in- 
structors of H. M. 8S. Britannia, has designed and pub- 
lished an ingenious and simple ex-meridian diagram. 
This diagram enables a navigator to obtain his meridian 
altitude from an altitude taken shortly before or after 
noon without the use of tables or the necessity of mak- 
ing any calculations. The correction for the observation 
can be obtained in a few seconds, and it must be accur- 
ate. The diagram also enables a navigator to tell at 
once how close to noon his observation should be taken 
to give the best ‘results. 

The Fish Commission steamer, Albatross, will proba- 
bly sail for her long voyage to the South Seas early in 
February, and will be absent from the United States 
for something over a year. The Albatross passed most 
of the time during her stay in San Francisco harbor at 
Saucelito. 

A large draft of seamen and landsmen left the Navy 
Yard, New York, Jan. 26, for San Francisco, Cal., for 
duty on the battleship Wisconsin. They embarked from 
Manhattan, and sailed for New Orleans. From thence 
they go by the Southern Pacifie Railroad to San Fran- 
cisco. 

The new steamer Vaderland of the International 
Navigation Co. was open to inspection by invited 
guests of the company at pier 14, North River, New 
York City, on Monday, Jan. 28. The vessel, which is 
one of four new steamers building for the Red Star 
Line, is 580 feet over all and has a gross tonnage of 
about 12,000. The first cabin dining saloon is simply 
but effectively decorated in white enamel and the 
smoking room and library on the saloon deck are hand- 
somely finished. The Vaderland conforms with the 
high standards of comfort and safety which have es- 
tablished the popularity of the American and Red Star 
lines. A handsome souvenir, “In War; In Peace;” 
describing the services of the Yale, iaarvard, St. Louis 
and St. Paul in the late Spanish war was presented 
to each guest by the company. 

The U. 8S. S. Wisconsin, which has been preparing for 
sea at San Francisco, is about ready for commission. In 
our Navy Gazette of this issue will be found a list of 
ofticers ordered for duty with her. 

The recently-announced outcome of the investigation 
held on the question of the purchase by the Government 
of the steel dock in Havana, is quite in line with the 
position hitherto maintained by Rear Admiral Endicott 
in the matter, and the determination not to invest in th» 
dock is welcomed by many in Washington cognizant of 
the real “nigger in the wood-pile.” 

Friends of the boys at the U. 8. Naval Station at 
Newport, R. L, are making an effort to establish a 
library for them and so far have collected about a 
hundred volumes. They will be glad to receive old

William Lamb & Company, steamship agents and 
ship brokers, at Norfolk City, Va., inform us that the 
Pocahontas coal on the U. 8S.

A STORY OF WAR EXPERIENOBS. 


The report of the House Committee on War Claims, 
made Jan. 15, 1901, recalls the story of what were 
known as the “light draught monitors,” which is one 
of the most humiliating in the history of the administra- 
tion of our Navy. It appears that over thirty-seven 
years since these vessels were built the Government 
is being called upon to pay the contractors for extra 
work. This may be just to the contractors but it is 
hard upon the Government. The whole history of these 
wretched little vessels is found in Church’s Life of 
Ericsson, Vol. IL., chapter 20. Twenty of these were 
built at a cost of $14,000,000, and the money had better 
have been thrown into the sea. Had Ericsson's ideas 
concerning them been carried out, they would have 
swarmed up every Southern river andinto every inlet 
where six feet of water could be found, and they would 
have exerted a most important influence on the fortunes 
of the war. As it was, the money spent upon them was: 
worse than wasted, for it led the Navy Department to, 
trust to a scheme which proved abortive. This was. 
the result of the attempt of an over ambitious naval; 
engineer, Stimers, to secure a reputation at the expense: 
of Hricsson, with a result which would have been com- 
ical had it not been so lamentables Stimers made m 
miscalculation, by a foot, in his draught and this was. 
fatal in monitors. His light draught, with from one 
to three inches freeboard, could not leave the wharf 
without danger of sinking and they were so we 
structurally, that it was feared that if they get away 
they would break in two in a sea way. ‘The working 
plans of the vessels were described as “executed im a 
stylish finish never before equalled.” An attempt was 
made to save these vessels by building them up, but 
this is what was said of them finally by Chief. Eng. 
before the Naval 





Alexander Henderson, U. 8. N., 
Committee of the House: 

“Ques. Were any of them of any value as naval 
ships in the navy? 

“Ans. Not of the slightest; and hardly valuable as 
old material. It would cost more to cut them up than 
they were worth. There was an attempt, I believe, to. 
make use of them as torpedo beats, but they were 
so deficient in speed as to be hardly able to get out of 
their own way. I remember one that came there, om 
the James river, without any turrets, and she had a 
gun up; and the idea of an unprotected gun on the 
deck of a monitor was a new one to me at the time, 
and it made a forcible impression on me.” 





EXECUTIVE RANK FOR ENGLISH ENGINEERS, 


The discussion in the “Engineer” on the subject of 
executive rank for naval engineers has mainly taken 
the form of a dispute as to whether the naval engineer 
or the mercantile engineer can best manage the machin- 
ery of a warship and use it for the purpose for which it 
was made. Our English contemporary says: “It must 
be admitted that so far the naval engineers have failed 
to prove that the duties they perform could not be done. 
by mercantile engineers; that is to say, so far as ma- 
chinery is concerned. They argue that there are special 
duties peculiar to a man-of-war which they have to per- 
form, but they do not set these out clearly, Take, for- 
example, the statement made by a fleet engineer, whose 
letter we have not space to publish this week, that the 
work is done by three or four junior engineers in a 
battleship, assisted by a dozen artisans. Now, in a 
merchant steamer there would be a dozen engineers 
instead of the artisans, and they would do what had to be 
done, and they would do it better and with more intelli- 
gence than fitters. So far there is nothing that we can 
see special to the naval engineer. Next we learn that 
when ships are manoeuvring much vigilance is uired; 
but we do not see what the engineer, who is below, 
has to do with this. So long as he obeys the telegra 

romptly he has done all that any engineer can do. 
Vhen we come to naval discipline, drill and such like, 
we are on different groune. but even here we do not 
see that there is anything that warrant officer engineera 
could not comply with. 7 

“It is unfortunate for those who believe in the present 
system that so many of our ape have broken down. We 
are told that the Admiralty is to blame. ‘Chief Bn- 
gineer, R.N.’ points out that high pressures and water- 
tube boilers have been thrust into the Navy so quickly 
that there bas been no time to learn how to use them. 
But we may ask in the first place who is responsible for- 
this but the engineer advisers to the Admiralty? And, in. 
the second place, although some four years have elapsed; 
since the Belleville boiler came into fairly extended use, 
there is as yet no evidence of any radical improvement 
having taken place in its management. These facts are 
very hard to get over, and they greatly strengthen the 
hands of the mercantile marine. For ourselves, with- 
out taking sides with either party, we have before us the 
atent fact that engineering in the Navy is very far from 
cine an unqualified success. It was not a snecess 
in the little Navy of the United States, and Congresa 
made n sweeping change in the position of engineer off. 
cers. It is vain, with the facts of the South African 
war before our eves, to assert that all is as well as pos- 
sible with our Navy. Precisely that was said of our 
War Office, of our gnns, of our Army. The repeated 
breakdown of machinerv and boilers is a standing men- 
ace to the country. If it can only be shown that the one 
thing needful to make our Navy all that it ought to be 
is to give executive rank to the engineers, heaven and 
earth should be moved to get it for them. We fear, 
however, that the evidence available to prove that exe- 
eutive rank wonld cure all evils is far too weak to enable 
us to place much confidence in the pro 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. 29, 1901. 

The semi-annual examination began at the Academy 
on Monday, Jan. 28. The most interesting of the appar- 
atus in use for building at the Naval Academy is its 
75x40 foot movable derrick. This machine runs on 
double railroad tracks along the boat-house, which 
is 400 by 110 feet and now in process of building, and 
puts in its exact place each granite block as it comes 
from the quarry prepared for its precise position. It 
supplies its own locomotion by attaching a hawser to 
an outside post and, with its own steam, winding the 
coil around a great drum on the derrick. The derrick 
has an opening in its center that allows railroad 
trains to pursue their business beneath it without let 
or hindrance. 

The shells tried water for the first time this season 
on Wednesday, during the recreation period. After 
a two-mile run, Captain Wiliam took his men in train- 
ing for the Academy crews down to the boat-houses, 
arranged two crews of eight, and launched the shells. 
He was coxswain in one shell, and Cadet Foote cox- 
swain in the other. Each boat had in it four old and 
four new hands—the new ones never having before 
tried the oars on the water. The spin was up to the 
Severn Bridge and down to the ships—a distance in all 
of two miles, including the turn to the boat-houses. 
The showing of the crews was very satisfactory. Mr. 
Hall, of Pennsylvania, the coach, has not arrived and 
all training is as yet under the supervision of Captain 
Wiliams, who has abandoned tank-rowing in the na- 
tatorium, taken his crew down to the gymnasium, 
and put them to machine-rowing. 

The Johns-Hopkins University Glee, Banjo and Man- 
dolin Clubs gave a concert Saturday evening at the 
Armory Naval Academy, under the auspices of the 
Protestant Episcopal Guild. 

The testimony before the court of inquiry investi- 
gating the charges of neglect and ill-treatment of 
Private Marine Hobart Green, shows that the de- 
ceased was buried in a shroud, that there was no 
scrubbing of decks beneath the sick man’s hammock, 
as had been charged, that the cot of the sick man was 
removed from the main part of the sick bay into a 
special apartment, where he was protected by two 
sets of canvas screens from the main portion of the 
deck, that the ship was comfortable at night ani 
that the surgeon visited Private Green at 11 o'clock, 
two hours and a half before he died. This was in 
addition to other medical visits. One of the marines 
testified that he vas in the military guard that 
escorted Prvate Green’s remains to the grave. The 
detachment fired three volleys over the grave and 
“taps’’ were given by the bugle. Chaplain Clark read 
the burial service at the cemetery. The charge was 
that the deceased was buried without either military 
honors or funeral rites. J. A. McGregor, uncle of the 
deceased, is present at the court and is allowed to 
examine all of the witnesses, 

When the cadets heard Friday of Congressman 
Sherman’s resolution to investigate hazing at the Naval 
Academy, they appeared very much pleased. They 
said among themselves they would be delighted at an 
investigation, as they had nothing to fear by it, and it 
would give them a little excitement. One of the cadets 
remarked that there had been no hazing at the Naval 
Academy for two years. He had never heard of any 
cadet being required to perform a menial service for 
another cadet. There was no cruel hazing at the Naval 
Academy. It was all fun and enjoyed when taken in 
good part, by the cadet who was “run” as much as by 
those that were joking him. In fact, when a cadet 
took it well, he was soon let alone, but if one took it 
hard it was just continued as a sort of teasing. No 
such things as “wooden willies,” “eagles,” and sitting 
on bayonets were ever done at the Naval Academy. 
The forms used to take the freshness out of the 
“plebes” at the Naval Academy are generally funny 
practical jokes of a harmless character. A plebe will 
be asked to sing, and when he has done his best his 
auditors will candidly tell him, “they do not like that 
kind of singing.”” He may next be required to try his 
powers as a raconteur, and may have to give specimens 
of rowing with a broomstick, Or mount the wardrobe 
and tell in tuneful voice, that ““Mary had a little lamb.” 
If his nose protrudes too much from the rest of his 
face, the plebe might be asked to shorten it by putting 
his nasal organ to the wall, and oscillating his head 
from right to left. All plebes must say “sir” to upper 
class men, keep out of the Love Lane, and hug the 
wall going up and down stairs in quarters. 

For a brief period after the academic year onens the 
third class makes a great pretense of supervising with 
fatherly care the gait, carriage and marching qualities 
of the plebes, but in a few weeks the whole thing dies 
out, except sporadic jokes, natural among youths, 
though accentuated somewhat by being confined in 
the four walls of a military institution. 

Early next week a competitive examination will be 
held at the Naval Academy to fill the vacancy in the 
corps of professors of mathematics caused by the death 
of Prof. Marshall Oliver. ‘The position is desirable, 
since it is for life and carries with it the privilege of 
the retired and pension lists. The pay is $2,4uu per 
year for the first five years and an increase of 25 per 
cent. for every succeeding term of five years. In 
addition the successful competitor will have quarters, 
light, heat and service. Permission to compete must 
be obtained from the Secretary of the Navy in Wash- 
ington. In view of the many advantages the place 
affords, it is surprising that so few applicants have 
so far come forward, only two or three applications hay- 
ing, it is said, been made. 

The orders of Major Lincoln, commander of the 
Marine Corps, Naval Academy, to New Haven, are 
only temporary. When his duty is completed he will 
return and resume command of the Naval Academy 
marine battalion. He was among the first of the 
Naval cadets to be assigned to the Marine Corps from 
the six-year graduates. He was appointed in 1885.

NAVAL PARK FOR NEW YORK. 

Mayor Van Wyck, of New York City, received the 
following letter on Jan. 25 from Secretary John D. 
Long of the Navy Department: 

“Sir—Having learned that the northern part of 
Blackwell’s Island will be vacated in a few months and 
the patients now quartered there removed to another 
ortion of New York City I beg to inquire whether the 

avy Department may be permitted to make use of 
that portion of the island temporarily as a space for 
the recreation, exercising and drilling of the seamen 
and recruits at present quartered aboard the receiving 
ship Vermont at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. The area 
at present availzble on Cob Dock for the purposes of a 
recruiting and receiving station will soon in a great 
measyre be occupied by the new structures necessary 
for the Navy Yard purposes, and it is probable that 
the receiving and recruiting centre must soon be re- 
moved to some other point in New York or its imme- 
diate vicinity. 

“In ease the privilege is granted, the Navy Depart- 
ment would look upon the island or that part of it 
which would thus be temporarily occupied, as a naval 





park tobe kept in order by the Navy, and would have 
at that point a naval band of music in connection with 
the Vermont, and allow the public to be freely admitted 
subject to such restrictions only as are customary in 
the other parks of New York. The present receiving 
ship Vermont would in that case be moored alongside 
the seawall of the island, at a convenient point, and 
continue, as at present, to be the quartets for the 
men and officers. 

“I have understood that similar use for drilling and 
exercises was made by certain of the Government 
troops of the Kings County Parade Grounds, which 
falls under the Park Department. ‘This request of the 
Navy is for temporary use of the north end of Black- 
well’s Island when it shall be available next spring, 
pending the selection by the Department of a perma- 
nent location for the recruiting and receiving station. 
If, however, the city_should favor the idea of a dis- 
tinctly naval park on Blackwell’s Island at some future 
time, I do not doubt that your Honor will agree with 
me as regarding the island as a most suitable place 
for the uses hereinbefore referred to and for naya! 
monuments commemorating important events in our 
country’s history and for a naval museum to contain 
models of ships and other objects of interest to the 
people of the great maritime city of the United States, 

“Very respectfully, 
“JOHN D. LONG, Secretary.” 

The letter was presented to Mayor Van Wyck by 
Capt. Henry C. Taylor of the Vermont and Chaplain 
Chidwick, who had a talk of half an hour’s duration 
with him, Captain Taylor said: 

“Your. Honor, Father Chidwick and myself and the 
authorities in the Navy Department have for some time 
been looking for a place in New York City suitable 
for the uses of the Navy so that the enlisted men sta- 
tioned here can have a drill ground. We have looked 
at many places, but have finally decided on one place. 
That is Blackwell’s Island. We are told, and the Cor- 
poration Counsel coincides in these views, that the 
northern portion of the island is to be vacated in 
April and that by_May 1 the island buildings will be 
entirely vacant. It is extremely necessary that the 
Navy should have a place for the sailors to drill. The 
Cob Dock in the Navy Yard is becoming smaller and 
smaller as buildings are being erected and we must 
look for a larger place. 

“We have thought over this matter from every side 
and the naval authorities have decided that this por- 
tion of Blackwell’s Island would be the place. I am 
serious in thinking that it would benefit the citizens 
of this great metropolitan city even more than it would 
the Navy. he portion referred to would eventually 
be turned into a beautiful park, the primary use, of 
course, being for the Navy, but the citizens would have 
free access to it. We would guarantee that no store- 
houses or any unsightly buildings would be erected 
upon the island. The idea of the authorities at Wash- 
ington is to beautify this portion of the island and even 
to erect monuments and other ornamental objects. 

“There are now sailors, enlisted men, in the 
Navy Yard and they must be drilled. Besides the sight 
of drills, which is not common to the people of New 
York, there would always be stationed the Marine 
Band of the Navy Yard on the island and band con- 
certs could be given besides this, other plans would 
probably be thought of to make it both a national and 
municipal park.” 

Mayor Van Wyck said that he would look into the 
matter thoroughly. Chaplain Chidwick added that the 
Navy would be financially responsible for all expenses 
and would pay for all improvements. These would in- 
clude docks and the general improvement to the island. 
He said it would be the desire of the Government to 
acquire the entire island and make it a park.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The recent election for alcalde at Sara, Panay, was 
a good illustration of the effect of President McKinley’s 
re-election on the Philippine rebels. In October Capt. 
G. W. Martin, Q. M., 18th Inf., then in command of 
the post, issued a proclamation for the election of an 
alcalde, municipal lieutenant and eight councillors. For 
atime things were very dubious looking indeed, and up 
to the day the news of McKinley’s election was received 
only three of the influential and qualified citizens of the 
town had taken the oath of allegiance and prepared 
themselves to exercise the elective franchise. Agents 
of the small “insurrecto” bands in that part of Panay 
Island circulated reports to the effect that every man 
who participated in the election would be a marked man 
and his life pay the forfeit. As a result of all this, one 
of the election judges found it convenient to be “ab- 
ducted” and carried off to the mountains. As the day 
set for the election approached it appeared that the three 
electors who had qualified would have nothing left but 
to elect one another to the offices, that is, as far as 
three men could apportion themselves to ten positions. 
The election was tixed for Nov. 15, 1900. News was 
received of MckKinley’s very handsome gains and re- 
election on the 8th and 9th inst. There was at once 
a rush for the band wagon, and when election day 
arrived all of the influential and wealthy men of the 
municipio were exercising an active interest in the out- 
come. There was a very lively competition for the 
places and the election was all that could be desired. — 

In Southern Luzon the end of November and beginning 
of December saw considerable activity. Major J. H. 
Parker, 39th Vol. Inf., returning from Talisay, Taal, 
by way of Janocal and Boot, in banca on Dec. 5, was 
fired on by a party of 200 insurgeuts, mostly dressed in 
white, commanded by a large officer dressed in red. In 
the return fire two rebels fell. The insurgents were 
driven to cover, but as Parker only had fourteen men, he 
could not pursue them further. He had no casualties. 

Lieut. Chas. H. Morrow, 47th Vol. Inf., with a force 
consisting of fifty-one enlisted men left Bulan, Province 
of Sorsogon, Nov. 19 to scout to Irocin and Bulasan. 
On Nov. 20 he entered Irocin without opposition and 
captured the insurgent Major Mariano Flores and five 
other prisoners. Near the bridge of San Roque, beyond 
Irocin, they encountered and defeated an insurgent 
force. At San Roque they again struck the enemy where 
one insurgent was killed and one American wounded. 
Near Bulasan the enemy again made a stand in strong 
position with about 25 Mausers, but were driven out 
and Bulasan entered, one insurgent being killed. Cap- 
tain Gulick, of the 47th Inf., arrived at Bulasan with 
100 men and a Hotchkiss gun on Nov. 21, and joining 
forces with Lieut. Morrow, moved out and attacked the 
insurgents, who were under commend of Col. Funez. 
heavily entrenched on blu'fs, overlooking the town. The 
heavily entrenched on bluffs, overlooking town. The 
enemy had about 80 rifles. The insurgents were driven 
out of their trenches and completely routed. Lieut. 
Morrow left Bulasan on the afternoon of the 21st_to 
return to his station. On the 22d he encountered Col. 
Victorio, who occupied an entrenched position with #2 
rifles and 300 bolo men. The enemy was driven from 
his intrenchments by a charge. The barrio of Gate was 
burned, also a cuartel and quantity of corn and rice 
The rebels were again defeated at San Roque. The 
column returned to Bulasan the same day. Native 
reports state that in the action near San Roque fifty 
insurgents were killed. 

On Nov. 29 eleven enlisted men of the 1st Cav. and 
two civilian packers en route from Batangas to Loboo 
were attacked eight miles from latter place. The pack- 
master was wounded and died in hospital at Loboo the 
next day. 

Lieut. Saml. MeP. Rutherford with Troop D, 4th Cav., 
on Dee. 6 surprised and captured Majer Cerile Arenas 
and four soldiers. Major Arenas was wounded in the 
left thigh and the leg was amputated. 

While the Army transport Pennsylvania was off Baler, 
P. I., recently on her voyage along the coast to help the 
stranded Indiana, her officers went ashore and visited 
the graves of the four men who were in Lieut. Gill- 
more’s party. They saw also the shattered remnants 
of the eutter used by the Gillmore party. The boat is 
in a convent near the scene of the fight and is in an 
excellent state of preservation. Some day it —y 
shipped to Washington to be preserved as a war relic. 
Capt. Novicio, the rebel officer who is accused of having 
buried alive one of Gillmore’s wounded, was under sen- 
tence of death at Baler when the visitors were there. 

The Manila papers give grand accounts of the Thanks- 
giving Day festivities of Battery N, 6th Art. They 
had music by a Filipino orchestra, a boxing match, 
rollicking songs and oddities, all being adornments of 
a sumptuous repast. a 

The games of baseball to decide the championship of 
the Philippine Islands were inaugurated on Dec. 1 
The “Reds” and the “Ramblers” were the most prom- 
ising candidates for the championship. The former are 
made up of men from H Battery, 6th Art., the Ram- 
blers representing the pick of Batteries C and F. The 
nines were thus composed: Reds—Manager Clay, 1st 
base; Booth, 2d base; Wood, short stop; Ramsey, 3d 
hase; Meisenberger, catcher; substitute, Garverr; right 
field, Murphy; center field, Davis; left field, Leyshon;

A detachment of 14 men, Co. H, and 14 out of Co. 
K, 47th Vol. Inf., and a section of Battery G, 3d Art., 
left Sorsogon, P. L, on Nov. 19 en route to Gubat, re- 
maining there over night and taking on 50 men more 
of Co. L, 47th, moved to Bulusan to take the strong 
hold of the insurgents at that place. They arrived at 
Sulusan the next day and were quartered behind the 
walls of an old Spanish cathedral. The insurgents 
opened fire about daylight, the insurrectos holding a 
strong position on the uppermost part of hill, the Ameri- 
cans being down in a ravine. Our men commenced 
pouring volleys into them and they returned the_fire 
well. In a charge Private Marsh and Artificer Kull 
were wounded mortally. The stronghold was taken 
after 2% hours of hard fighting. The enemy’s loss was 
19 killed left on the field. 

The first monthly vocal and instrumental concert given 
under the auspices of the Calamba (P. L.), Hospital 
Corps Debating Club took place on the evening of Dec. 
1. The guests present included Dr. Williams, executive 
officer, Dr. Smith and the members of the hospital corps.

On Nov. 24, 26 men from Co. O, 47th Vol. Int., 
from Virac, Island of Catanduanes, were attempting a 
landing at Cobo near Pandana, and when about 100 
yards from shore in deep water were fired upon by about 
65 riflemen; at the same time the anchor dropped and the 
men could not get ashore but lay off and returned the 
fire. After a short cnqnqnenest the anchor chain was 
cut and the boat sailed for Virac’ with one dead and 
three wounded, one of whom died. 

On Dec. 4 Lieut. F. A. Jernigan, 34th Vol. Inf., with 
32 Llocano scouts, attacked Sandico with his entire force 
of three hundred men in woods near Santo Domingo. 
The fight was very severe, lasting two hours, and Jerni- 

an, outnumbered ten to one, came near being defeaied. 

ith Sandico were Alino, Castro and Aguilar. The 
rebels pong A retreated, taking owe all arms, except two 
rifles, but leaving on the field 16 killed and 27 seven 
wounded, by actual count. were 
Aguilar and a negro renegade. 

ieut. W. H. Wilson of the 43d Vol. Inf., writing from 
the Seotguestens of the 2d company of Leyte scouts, 
Barugo, P. L, says: “Just returned from a thirteen- 
day hike, covering 84 miles. Never saw a single rebel. 
They were all ‘amigos.’ On ane 14 I was detailed to 
organize a company of natives. It is done and my finish 
is in sight. ‘hey are armed with Springfields and 
uniformed in khaki. We have had several sharp skir- 
mishes. On Sept. 12 and 13 at Carigara, Capt. Hanson, 
Lieut. Sweeney and myself paid the rebels a visit at day- 
break on the 12th. e killed 53, including a major, 
two captains and two lieutenants, and captured arms, 
ammunition and caribao, and besides destroyed their 
works. here were no casualties on our side. Since 
then over one thousand insurgent soldiers and their 
friends have surendered.” Lieut. Walson, who is post 
commissary, accompanies his letter with a small but 
well-drawn map of the scene of his recent operations, 
which shows that his field of activity has lain along the 
northern portion of Leyte, which is southeast of the 
Island of Samar, only a narrow strait separating the 
two islands. Samar is due south of Luzon. 

The Manila “Freedom” of Dec. 4 called attention to 
the cruel method of unloading cattle by the horns at the 
Manila docks, which one would have thought had been 
long ago replaced by a more humane way. The hoisting 
of cattle by the horns, it says, sometimes results fatally 
to the animal. If the hoist should not pull evenly, there 
is great danger of affecting the spinal column, causing 
death. Sometimes the brutes are forced to jump from 
the vessel and sometimes, where the water is shallow, 
they strike the bottom in the dive and break their necks. 
Those who manage to jump into the water safely are 
towed ashore by bancas and in this way they drink the 
salt water which has a very irriteting influerce after a 
long thirst. Good docks so that the vessels could come 
up alongside have been suggested, and in view of the 
harbor improvements now in contemplation it is believed 
that they wil be constructed at an early date. The 
eattle trade for the month of November amounted 
to 1,262 cattle, 348 horses, 117 caribaos, 4,089 hogs, 2 
sheep and 62 goats imported. f 

The detachment of five men of Co. L, 16th Inf., whicia 
was attacked by forty Filipinos on Nov. 8, while escort- 
ing a wagon train from Cauayan to Echague, Northern 
Luzon, felt highly honored when in the course of the 
fight it was seen that the rebels wore the uniforms 
belonging to Aguinaldo’s body guard and carried new 
rifles with a good supply of ammunition. ‘This discovery 
so braced the beleagured quintet tnat they handled their 
Krags with a vengeance, the result being that, though 
the insurrectos made several advances, they were checked 
and eventually forced to retire, though one of the men 
had hastened back to Augadanan on muleback for re- 
inforcements. Private Edward L. Kershner received a 
dangerous wound in the right lung from a Remington 
bullet. Detachments under Lieutenants Castle and 
Hayes left Lcenague to scour the country for the uni- 
formed band. 

The Aparri (P. I.) “News” of Nov. 10 said: “An offi- 
cial disnatch from Tuguegarao commends the conduct 
of Corporal Hackman, Co. D, 16th Inf., in trying to 
rescue a member of the 49th Volunteers from drowning 
in the fierce current of a tributary of.the Cagayan, which 
pours its waters into the main stream at this place. It 
is of courage and daring such as this that we like to 
learn, and although the efforts put forth were unsuccess- 
ful, vet the incident is undoubtedly worth great value. 
In this case the moral element was paramount, and al- 
though dissuaded by some of those present the Corporal 
never faltered for a moment.”

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DOINGS IN THE 418T VOL. BNF. 


A correspondent’s interesting letter in our issue of 
Jan. 19, told of the value of American dogs to the sol- 
diers in the Philippines, but the native dog, instead of a 
joy forever, is a nuisance of the first water. At Mabal- 
acat, P. 1., so great a pest did they become by gathering 
in droves about the kitchen, that Co. M, 41st Vol. Inf., 
set out to abolish them. 

The whole Company turned their attention to the 
setting of good stout snares. Fresh meat was used for 
bait. From 4 p. m. till midnight 132 native dogs, of all 
colors and sizes, and two black pigs, were snared. The 
pigs added variety to M’s bill of fare, while the dogs 
diminished the supply of ammunition. Other companies 
did likewise, and in a few days the men could get soma 
sleep. The only one who regretted the dog-catching was 
Lieut. Ralph é. Caldwell, who, as provost marshal of 
the town, bewailed the loss of the dog tax. 

From a correspondent at Mabalacat, P. L, we learn 
that the canteen there is the object of some complaint 
from.men of the 41st Vol. Inf. e says: “The soldiers 
here are glad to have good cold beer once in a while, 
but many of them say they would just as much appre- 
ciate kindness and courtesy from the attendant behind 
the bar. To be answered in a slow, drawling tone of 
cracked voice, ‘Well, you wait till I get good and ready,’ 
is more than young men who are accustomed to modern 
progress and courtesy can bear. To demand a tip for 
making a canteen check is almost as bad. Only for 
Corporal Beatty, of Angeles, who has charge of tho 
canteen, very few soldiers would patronize it. Another 
cause of good health here is the absence of intoxication. 
There is a canteen here, but soldiers must drink before 
the bar and no where else. Neither can they drink more 
than two bottles at a time.” 

Up to Nov. 22, all the drinking water used by the 
41st Vol. Inf. at Mabalacat, P. L, was boiled in a 
large sugar boiler, thirty gallons at a time. Surgeon 
Smith on that day superintended the putting in of a 
Waterfelt filter having a capacity of twenty-five gallons 
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Corporal Beatty, who is a plumber.

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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has taken up 
the bill making appropriations for the Navy and will 
probably have it in shape for a report early next week. 
The principal matters under discussion in this committee 
relate to those parts of the bill pertaining essentially 
to new legislation, which were stricken out by the 
House Committee prior to the introduction of the bill 
or by the House after the bill was introduced. There is 
a strong probability that the Senate will adopt the 
amendment which has been proposed for the construc- 


tion of seven submarine torpedo boats of the Holland 
type. Hearings have been given to the representatives 
of the Holland Company and also to officers in the Navy 
who favor the submarine boat. 

Another rer important amendment to the naval ap- 
propriation bill which has been pro by Senator 
Chandler reads as follows: “That retired officers of the 
Navy when ordered to active duty under the provisions 
of the act approved June 7, 1900, shall, while so employ- 
ed, have the rank, pay and allowances of officers of the 
active list of like length of active service, and if so 
actively employed for three years shall, when detached 
from such duty, retain the rank and retired pay of the 
grade they then hold.” ‘There will be much uence 
brought to bear upon the committee to obtain favurable 
action on this amendment, and the probabilities are that 
it will be adopted by the Senate. Senator Chandler has 
also pro this amendment to the naval appropriation 
bill: ‘“Lhat all officers of the Navy with creditable 
records who served during the Civil War and who were 
placed on the retired list prior to March 3, 1899, shall 
be advanced on the retired list from such date to the 
rank of the next higher grade, and officers who shall be 
retired from the positions of chiefs of bureaus of the 
Navy Department by reason of age or length of service 
shall have the rank of rear admiral. 

“That all commissioned officers of the Navy with 
creditable records who served during the Civu War and 
who were placed on the retired list prior to June 13, 
1899, shall receive the same pay from said date as the 
officers of the Navy of the same rank who have been 
retired since June 18, 1899, but nothing herein shall 
operate to reduce the pay of any officer now on the re- 
tired list of the Navy.” 

Many other unimportant amendments have been pro- 
posed to the bill, and it is also expected that the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs will further amend the 
bill as passed by the House. 

Consideration has been given in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs to the question of building two 
additional ships for the Naval Academy, which is so 
strongly advised by the Department. It seems to be 
the general understanding that the committee will insert 
a provision for two ships to be used in this connection, 
each of which will have a displacement of not less 
than 3,000 tons, one to be of steel and the other of 
wood. It is advocated that these vessels, which are 
to be modern in every respect and the best vessels of 
their kind ever built for our Navy, be provided with 
auxiliary steam power and — of steaming ten 
knots an hour. The Bureau of Construction and Te ir 
is in favor of the construction of vessels of this kind. 
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DEFICIENCY ESTIMATION. 


The estimates of deficiencies in appropriations for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1901, and for prior years, 
transmitted to the House on Jan. 21 by Secretary Gage 
of the Treasury, shows the following items: War De- 
partment, printing and binding, $75,000; Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, $239.50. The Pay Department asks 
for $3,210,000, which includes $3,000,000 for pay of offi- 
cers and men, $10,000 for pay of contract surgeons, and 
$200,000 for mileage, which will be needed in excess 
of the amount already appropriated, owing to conditions 
arising during the muster out of troops, involving in- 
creased disbursements during the next eight months. 
For the teagan ge Department $2,400, is asked, 
and for the Medical popectnens $150,000. Total, War 
Department, $5,835,239.50.

2D NEW YORK—COL. FRANKLIN BARTLETT.

regiment under Colonel Dyer and the excellent work 
of its officers and men on the most important duties. 
The official reports from general headquarters at Al- 
bany of the camp attendance last year shows that the 
12th leads all the organizations in the State with an 
average percentage of present of 9U.88. The 2d bat- 
talion of separate companies stood second with 89.23. 
The work of the 12th in rifle practice has already been 
mentioned. 

It is learned that the representation of Pennsylvania 
National Guard at the inauguration of President 
McKinley on March 4 will be confined to nine in- 
fantry regiments, three regiments to a_ brigade, the 
whole forming a division. General Miller will com- 
mand the division and Generals Schall, Wiley and 
Gobin the three brigades. According to this program, 
6 regiments of infantry and the mounted organizations 
will be left home. 

The recent inaugural reception and ball given by the 
lst Co. of Governors Foot Guard at Hartford, Conn., 
Major Cheney, in henor of Governor McLean was a 
brilliant event. The governor-elect was escorted from 
the Allyn House to the Capitol by his four companies 
of guards, two each of horse and foot; Ist Co., Major 
J. R. Cheney; 2d Co., Major Clark. New Haven; Ist 
Co., Horse, Major Hurd; 2d Co., Horse, Major Lud- 
dington, New Haven. Following the reception came 
the grand march led by his honor with Mrs. Colonel 
Skinner, and next came Major Cheney with Mrs. 
Woods. After the march dancing was the order, and 
was kept up until three in the morning. The company 
have their full quota of 112 men and 6 officers, besides 
staff and non-commissioned staff officers. They have 
voted to attend the Pan-American Exposition at Buf- 
falo, and will take along the governor with them on 
Connecticut day. There is a very able history of this 
command dating from 1771 up to the present time in 
preparation, and it will be printed very soon. It will, 
it is said, be very interesting reading.

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FROM THE ISLANDS. 


The vital statistics of Honolulu for the last month of 
the century show that there were 112 deaths in a popu- 
lation of 39,306, a monthly death rate of 2.85 per cent. 
Consumption in its various forms claimed 21 victims, and 
pneumonia 13 victims, lung troubles thus having a 
mortality percentage of over 30. There were two cases 
of beri-beri. Only six natives of the United States were 
among the 112 dead. 

Advices from Tutuila, Samoa, say that the money, 
amounting to over $41,000, which the governments of 
Great Britain, Germany and the United States prom- 
ised to pay the Samoans for the surrender of their 
arms after the last war, are being distributed. In 
Tutuila, under United States rule, business affairs are 
booming. The traders are doing more than double their 
previous business, and the natives are contented and 
happy. They are the envy of their cousins in the 
neighboring islands. 

The natives of Fagatoga town, adjoining the Govern- 
ment property, have agreed to give up the whole of the 
beach front, and stretching several chains inland, to the 
Government for Government buildings and a reserva- 





tion. 

The Yellow Fever Commission working at Marianao, 
cuba, have tried an experiment on a monkey to ascertain 
the truth of the theory that the disease is spread by 
mosquitoes. The monkey was inoculated by being bitten 
by an infected mosquito. On the fourth day the monkey 
developed well-marked symptoms of the disease. 


The U. S. revenue cutter Abejorro, commanded by 
apt A. Hunter, has its headquarters at Batabano, 
Cuba. The cutter has made several cruises along the 
coast and among the Keys, The presence of a revenue 
cutter in that vicinity has done great good in enforcing 
the rules regulating fishing and sponging. 

A despatch from Havana states that for poltical re- 
venge 1,500 acres of sugar cane were burned on Jan. 
23 on the plantation of Mr. Rigney, father-in-law of 
Lieut.

DECISION OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has been called upon 
to settle the claim of Lieut. Comdr. William Lb. Sewelj 
of the Navy in the matter of his claim for differences 
of pay while waiting passage on the English steamer 
Moana in Apia, German Samoa, and while a passenger 
on said steamer from the latter place to San Fran- 
cisco. His claim is for “the 15 per cent. deducted from 
my pay from June 1 to June 29, 1900, both inclusive.” 
The decision rendered by the Comptroller in this case 
is of considerable importance to the Navy and is as fol- 
lows: “The contention that he is entitled to full pay 


of an Army officer of corresponding rank while waiting 
for the sailing of the steamer is disposed of by the lan- 
guage of the statute itself, which provides that when 
officers are detailed for shore duty beyond seas they 
shall receive the same pay and allowance as an Army 
officer similarly detailed. In this case the officer was 
not by his orders detailed for duty beyond the seas; 
neither is he entitled to such pay under the provision 
last quoted while en route from Samoa to the United 
States. His position, with reference to his rate of pay 
while on board the steamer en route to the United 
States, may be summed up as follows: The 15 per cent. 
reduction is to be applied only in the single case of 
where an officer is ‘on shore,’ and the word ‘duty’ is 
understood as inserted after the term ‘on shore; then 
he is entitled while on waiting orders: to the full pay 
claimed; if not, the expression ‘on shore’ must be taken 
literally, and as he was not on shore while en route by 
steamer to the United States, he should receive the 
full pay of an Army officer of corresponding rank with- 
out deduction as for shore duty. The construction that 
otlicers of the Navy should receive less for active duty 
on shore than when they were waiting orders would 
make the law work an absurdity, and unless the lap- 
guage clearly requires it, such a construction should be 
avoided. I do not think that Congress intended any 
such result. The purpose of the law was to provide 
one rate of pay for what was formerly known as sea 
service and another and lesser rate for what was for- 
merly known as shore service and as waiting orders. 
In my opinion the term ‘while on shore’ was intended 
to cover all conditions of service except sea service, in- 
cluding both shore duty and waiting orders, the latter 
status being practically abolished by the Navy Per- 
sonnel act in applying Army pay.”

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FOR A NAVAL RESERVE. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs has been de- 
voting its attention during the present week to the 
various bills for the organization of a naval reserve. 
Hearings have been held, and it has developed that 
officers of the Navy are, as a rule, heartily in favor 
of the project of having a well organized naval reserve 
under the control of the Navy Department. Com- 
mander Southerland appeared before the committee 
early inthe week, and his hearing was given the 
closest attention in view of the fact that he has devoted 
so much of his time and attention to the State Naval 
Reserves. The bill which seems to meet with the 
most favor is the one introduced in the House last June 
by Mr. Foss (H. R. 12126), which is essentially the 
bill of the Navy Department, the Department repudi- 
ating all responsibility for the bill introduced by Mr. 
Cummings. The Cummings bill should not be adopted, 
and we are glad to know that the prospects are in 
favor of the Foss bill. The Secretary of the Navy, in 
a letter to the chairman of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, says: “It is believed that the bill (H. R. 
12126) introduced in the House by Mr. Foss June 5. 
1900, will, if enacted into law with certain minor amend- 
ments hereinafter discussed, satisfactorily meet the re- 
quirements of the case.” 

The Secretary recommends that the bill be se worded 
as to authorize the Secretary of the Navy to divide 
the country into such districts as shall seem advisable. 
and that the word “district” be used where the word 
“State” is now employed. It is also recommended that 
in Section 5 “five years’ continuous service” be changed 
to “four years,” and in Section 9.that the word “con- 
secutive” be stricken out, so that the period of drill 
and instruction shall consist of not less than two weeks 
in each year; also that in Section 10, line 21, the 
word ‘“‘five” be changed to “four.”” The Secretary says’ 
“The purpose of the first three of the above proposed 
amendments is to emphasize the national character of 
this organization, and avoid the possibility of confusion 
with the Naval Militia, an organization under State 
control, and distinct from the proposed National Naval 
Reserve. The object of the fourth and sixth amend- 
ments is to bring the term of enlistment into con- 
formity with that now existing in the Navy.” 
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In the Court of Claims in the case of Hunt, landsman 
in the Navy, vs. the United States, the claimant moves 
for an order directing that the letter from the Navy 
Department filed in this case, No. 7900—7910—00, signed 
“S$.

140, 141), of 
enabling calls to be made specific, after having persisted 
in so refusing for years and on varied, mutually con- 
tradictory and fraudulent pretexts. 2. That it is frivol- 
ous; as, for example, accusing a U. S. court of “disre- 
spect” in ruling that court-martial sentences alleged by 
the United States as defendants and at issue in suits 
in that court’s jurisdiction, are ‘‘alleged.” 3. That its 
accusations are a sham, being designed as mock excuses 
to conceal a conspiracy to defeat or impede justice in 
this court by forging and fabricating records, false 
evidence and other frauds. The motion was filed by Mr. 
George F. Ormsby, who has at the present time many 
claims of interest to the Army and Navy pending before

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LINCOLN’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION. 


We are glad to notice the interest aroused throughout 
New York City by the organization of a patriotic public 
celebration of New York’s new holiday—Lincoln’s sirth- 
day—at Carnegie Hall Monday evening, February 11. 
It originated with Major Gen. O. O. Howard, who has 
associated with him, many war veterans and other dis- 
tinguished citizens. Men of all shades of political faith 
have entered enthusiastically into it. On the platform 
will be Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain), presiding; 
the guests of the evening, Secretary of State John 
Hay, ex-Secretary of War Robert T. Lincoln, ex- 
President Grover Cleveland, ex Speaker Thomas B. 
Reed, Lieut. Governor Timothy L. Woodruff, of New 
York, and the committee in charge. In these committees 
many military societies are represented: Gen. Chas. F. 
Roe and Gen. Avery D. Andrews, for the National 
Guard of New York; Gen. N. P. Pond, Department Com- 
mander of New York; Gen. J. A. Goulden, Col. 

S. Brown and Col. J. H. Bell, of the Memorial Com- 
mittee, for the G.A.R.; Gen. H. L. Burnett, commander, 
for the Loyal Legion; Gen. Horatio C. King, Gen. N. M. 
Curtis and General Sickles, for the Army of the Poto- 
mac; Gen. G. M. Dodge, for the Army of ‘the Tennessee, 
and Gens. John R. Brooke, “ere Wheeler, Admirals 
Barker and Erben, for the U. S. Army and Navy. The 
program will be interesting, as it contains many attrac- 
tive features. Hon. Henry Watterson will deliver his 
oration on “Abraham Lincoln.” Lieut.. Roberts will 
recite a stirring piece on “‘High Tide at Gettysburg.” 
Mr. Roberts served throughout the Civil War in the 
Signal Corps, and is a favorite reauer in military circles.

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LATEST FROM MANILA. 

Lieutenant Steele, with ten men of the 43d Vol. Inf., 
and seven native soldiers, had a fierce half hour's fight 
with a large force of Filipinos at Tenaguna, island of 
Leyte, on Jan. 9, which resulted in the killing of more 
than 100 insurgents. Private Edward McGugie, of 
Company M, was killed. 

The 20th Inf., now organized as metropolitan police, 
and acting as the provost guard in Manila, will replace 
the 36th and 33d Regiments in northwest Luzon. The 
conditions in that part of the island are so peaceful that 
the officers’ families will accompany them. Captain 
Meade, Superintendent of Roads, reports that excellent 
progress is being made. He has 3U0 natives working 
on the highway at Bangued and expects to finish the 
work there by April. Owing to the overcrowded condi- 
tion of the jails in Manila General Bell, the Provost 
Marshal, will prepare the fort of Santiago in that city 
for the reception of military prisoners. 

The Philippine Commission uas passed acts giving, in 
domestic products, the Jolo Archipelago free trade with 
all Philippine ports. The United States cable ship 
Burnside has finished the work of laying the cable con- 
necting the island of Negros with Northern Mindanao. 
Zamboango and Jolo will be connected soon.

A work on military hygiene by Capt. Edward L. Mun- 
son, Assistant Surgeon, U. S. Army, is now going 
through the press and will shortly be ready for issue. 
Captain Munson is the author of a number of important 
medical publications, and was the prize essayist in the 
competition of the Military Service Institute for 1900. 
Several sanitary improvements devised by him, notably 
the Munson hospital tent, are now in use in the Army. 
The forthcoming volume on military hygiene is an im- 
portant octavo of nearly a thousand pages, rofusely 
illustrated and exhaustively cores the subjects of 
garrison, field, tropical and troop-ship hygiene in all their 
phases. While representing much original work on sub- 
jects which have heretofore received little or no attention, 
it is also notable for the thoroughness with which the 
literature relating to matters of military hygiene has 
covered. While so comprehensive as to render it a work 
of reference for medical officers, the book is so clearly 
Written as to render it readily adaptable to the needs of 
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The New York Legislature has developed this week 
strong opposition to the project of the War Depart- 
ment to double the size of Governors Island by building 
retaining walls and filling in the waste places.

ARMORED CRUISERS VS. BATTLESHIPS. 


In the “United Service Magazine” for January, B. 
W. Lees argues against the armored cruiser as a com- 
promise vessel having the disadvantages unavoidable 
when a vessel is made to combine in equal pro- 
portions such conflicting qualities as speed and endur- 
ance and fighting power. In both offensive and de- 
fensive power the battleship has vastly the advantage. 
Cruisers are the cavalry of the sea and their position 
in any naval battle will be secondary to and dependent 


upon the battleship. However swift the cavalry are, 
and whatever success they may have in raiding upon 
the enemy, they are dependent upon a base from which 
to draw supplies, and without it would soon have to 
surrender. As scouts, despatch vessels, and commerce 
destroyers, the armored cruiser cannot match the pro- 
tected cruiser. “Agile feet and a quick eye will never 
bring a round to a quick termination if it be not ac- 
companied by sound, hard knocks, and for these hard 
knocks we must rely solely and firmly upon that mod- 
ern representative of the old wooden three-decker, the 
sea-going battleship, mighty in defense with her steel- 
built walls, still mightier perhaps in attack with her 
shock-dealing weapons.” 

Even in speed the battleship is not so inferior. The 
Implacaible has a speed of 18 knots, and the Duncan 
and her class, now building, are expected to attain 
19 knots, while many of the large cruisers, now under 
way are designed for only 20 knots. Aside from the 
Atlantic greyhounds, the percentage of passenger ships 
that could steam even for a short time much over 18 
knots is not large, and including all cargo vessels of 
5,000 tons and upwards the percentage would be small 
indeed. Though the average speed of a 19-knot battle- 
ship for long distances may not be over 17 knots, on a 
spurt she could make over 18 knots, and could run 
down by far the larger portion of the ordinary steamers. 
The cruisers cannot patrol the sea unceasingly. Even 
if they capture or damage the enemy’s guns they would 
be obliged to return to port every few months to re- 
plenish their bunkers. Mr. Lees says: “A practical 
illustration of this has been given in the late Hispano- 
American war. Admiral Cervera with his fleet of 
eruisers had to seek Santiago for coal, and was there 
boxed in and destroyed by the American battleships. 
It may be said that the Spanish vessels were badly 
handled and short of coal after their long oceanic voy- 
age; but on the other hand U. S. battleships are dis- 
tinctly slower than their British contemporaries, and 
again more coal would only have temporarily put off 
the end: soon the cruisers would have had to re-coal, 
and in the time taken up with that operation the United 
States’ battleships would have flocked round the port. 

“All this points to the fact that a nation must possess 
battleships if it purposes to press a naval war to a 
definite termination, for these vessels are essential to any 
navy.” 

Admiral Makaroff of the Russian Navy, in a series 
of articles he is publishing in the ‘‘Marskii Sbornik,” 
holds that large heavy-armored vessels are a mistake, 
and that a better type would be a ship of 3,000 tons, 
with the vitals only protected by armor, the guns being 
fought on the upper deck, unprotected, and the weight 
thus gained utilized for better engine space. Admiral 
Makaroff would also do away with lighting ships by 
electricity, owing to the waste of coal which it entails.

Dr. Henry G. Beyer, in the “Boston Medical and 
Surgical Journal,” presents an instructive article on ex- 


periment and experience with the rifle. When we cor-

War, 97.5 per cent. of the wounds were due to rifle fire, 
the necessity for an intimate study of and acquaintance 
with the work done by this wonderful piece of machinery 
should be evident to the surgeon. uch use is made 
of the work of Kocher on the subject, and the author 
points out that it was Kocher who first proved by ex- 
periment and observation that every increase in the 
frontage or the cross area of the attacking surface of a 
projectile was followed by diminished penetration and 
increased explosive effect. The ponptrarive power of a 
bullet is primarily dependent on its velocity, next on its 
specific gravity, and, thirdly, upon its hardness or con- 
sistency. In the heart, liver, intestines and bladder, 
the hydraulic effect begins to appear with velocities of 
about two hundred and fifty metres, and it depends upon 
the quantity of fluids which the tissues contain. As re- 
gards the benign character of abdominal wounds oc- 
curring in South Africa, Sir William MacCormac says, 
“I can only explain this considerable immunity by the 
frequently empty state of the intestinal tract at the time 
of the injury.”

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BDUCATING THE SAMOANS. 


Through President Bliot of Harvard University a 
complaint was received by the Navy Department last 
October about our Government not doing its duty in 
the matter of providing education for the Samoans. The 
matter was referred to Commander Tilley, from whom 
a report on the subject has been received, dated Dec. 
25, 1900. He reports that through the labors of the 


London Missionary Society, begun about seventy years 
ago, the Samoans have been transformed from savage 
cannibals into a nation of Christians. The missionaries 
have translated into the native language the Bible, a 
hymn k, a grammar, Bible stories and various ele- 
mentary text books. They have established a native 
coliege where 200. young natives are constantly in train- 
ing for teaching and preaching. a manual training school 
and a school for girls accommodating 200 pupils. 
school has been established by the Germans, who are 
numerous, for educating their own children, but not the 
natives, 

At the time that the United States assumed control 
of Tutuila, on Feb. 16 last, the only school then existing 
in the island was a school for native boys at Leone, con- 
ducted by the Rev. E. V. Cooper. Since that time a 
school for boys has been established at Manua and is 
now in full operation, having about 100 boys. 

Commander Tilley says: “I visited this school last 

mouth and was received by the master and all the 
stulents, The boys went through a marching and 
gymnastic drill, the commands being given by the master 
in English. Just before I came away the boys were 
all drawn up in line on the parade grounds, and I spoke 
a few words to them. Then, just as I was leaving them 
they said to me, through their teacher, that they had 
two presents to give me, one of which was a beautiful, 
fine mat, and the other was the assurance that ll the 
boys would pray to God to watch over and protect me 
during my voyage to New Zealand. I must confess that 
my heart was touched when they told me what the 
second present was, and besides this, I felt that the 
instruction of these hundred splendid native boys could 
not be in better hands than in those of this noble, 
Christian young native master. 
_ “There has also been established at Afao, near Leone, 
in Tutuila, within the last three months a school for 
native girls, and this school is now in full operation 
and has about a hundred pupils. It is conducted by two 
noble Christian women. belonging to the London Mis- 
sion, Miss Moore and Miss French, both of whom have 
been some time in Samoa and speak the language well. 
I visited this school just before I left Tutuila, and was 
much gratified at what was being done there. The chil- 
dren sang some sweet hymns in English, and their ap- 
pearance showed that they were being taught to keep 
themselves clean and neat, and to live in a civilized way. 
This school is now in temporary quarters, but the large 
new building, costing about $10,000, all subscribed by 
the natives, will soon be completed, and they will move 
into it. 

‘The system of education in the various villages is to 
have a native teacher, who has been educated in Manua, 
in each one of them. The system is inexpensive and, in 
my opinion, works well. Any other system will involve 
a considerable expenditure. But, in conclusion. I must 
say that I think our own Government should do some- 
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thing for the education of the native children in Tutuila 
and the other islands. I do not think it is necessary, at 
present, to have any more schools for elementary in- 
struction. I would recommend that two schools be 
established at Pago Pago, with the following objects: 

“One school for the instruction of young men and 
boys in English, manual culture and such 
useful arts as the natives can acq ; one school 
the instruction of girls and yo women in HKng 
and industrial matters such as sewing, omy | 
work and other matters of a practical nature, which it 
is desirable for them to know. I recommend one 
school for the instruction of boys and young men in 
manual training, etc., to be established at Tau Manua. 

“T should state that there is a Roman Catholic school 
for girls, established by Marist Sisters, at Leone, but 
the number of pupils is small. There are also nine 
American youn ormons in the island, and I believe 
they teach English to some extent. ,The operation of 
developing the semi-civilized Samoan into a fully civilized 
condition must take time, and we should try to have the 
development natural and general. Mental culture for a 
few hours each day will not avail much with these half- 
savage children. think the example of the missiona- 
ries must be followed, and that we must take them en- 
tirely away from their relations and their surroundings 
and teach them by example as well as by precept, 
throughout all the twenty-four hours, the right way of 
living. But as to that matter, we ourselves are always 
striving to learn. 

“The question of money is connected with the educa- 
tion of the natives. They are willing to take gifts, but 


always try to return them in some way. They would 
willingly me a dependent people, but I think they 
should be taught to take care of themselves. But the 


have nothing to start with, and if a few schools coul 

be established I think they could be made almost self- 
supporting through the labor of the pupils. If the Gov- 
ernment does not care to undertake it, some popular 
movement might supply the funds, and sident liot, 
having onened the question, may be willing to lead it 
with his powerful influence.”

The British War Office has issued a table of the war 
losses to the end of 1900. The total casualties of every 
kind were 51,687, but, owing to the fact that a majority 
of the men invalided home have recovered and rejoined 
their commands, the total reduction of the forces was 
14,830. There were also missing and prisoners seven 
officers and 898 men. The number of invalids who left 
the Service and are unfit for duty is 1,570. Figures re- 
cently published in England show that the total number 
of Volunteers and yeomanry from the British Islands 
and the colonies on service in Africa reached a total of 
60.000 officers and men. Of these Canada furnished 
3.050; Australia. 6.873; New Zealand, 1.950; Natal, 7,- 
000 and Cape Colony 16.000 of all. ranks. The yeo- 
manry numbered 10,000. The remainder were furnished 
by the militia and volunteers of the United Kingdom 
and Treland. 
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The New York “Tribune” reports that a new auto- 
matic machine gun bas been invented by a Cleveland 
man named Oscar Strauss. The power required for 
loading, firing and withdrawing the cartridge shell is 
derived from a piston underneath, and this is actuated 
by the gases produced by the combustion of the powder, 
An attachment to the piece, which fs intended to check 
the recoil, the inventor asserts is so effective that five 
shots had preetically no effect in throwing the gun 
backward, although it was mounted on merely a light 
carriage. To prevent recoil the muzzle of the. piece is 
encircled by a modified form of bell, the wider part 
facing forward, but having its edge enrved inward. The 
escaping gases spread out at the muzzle and strike the 
circular concavity with great force. Thus the tendency 
to move backward is partly or wholly overcome.

SOME RECENT BOOKS. 


“Ian Hamilton’s March,” by Winston Spencer Church- 
ill, together with extracts from the diary of Lieut. H. 
Frankland, a prisoner of war at Pretoria, with portrait 
of General Hamilton, a colored map and several plans, 
is published by Longmans, Green & Co., New York. 
It is a continuation of Mr. Churchill’s letters from the 
seat of war in South Africa, and deals with the march 
of General Hamilton’s column on the flank of Lord Rob- 
erts’s main army from Bloemfontein to Pretoria. This 
column marched 400 miles and fought ten general ac- 
tions, besides fourteen smaller affairs, and the story of 
its experiences makes very interesting reading. 

Small, Maynard & Co., Boston, publish “Visiting the 
Sin,” by Emma Rayner. It is a story of Southern life 
twenty-five years ago, with an intricate plot and a 
background of character study which is very true to its 
environment, In its convenient series of “Beacon 
Biographies” this company also publishes “Stonewall 
Jackson,” by Carl Hovey, a brief but careful record 
of an interesting career; with a —— and chronology 
of most important events in General Jackson’s life. 
Also “Ulysses 8. Grant,” by Owen Wister, a short 
biography, in accordance with the intent of this series, 
but adequate as a brief record of a subject with which 
Mr. Wister hopes his readers may be tempted to become 
more thoroughly familiar. . 

“Deeds of Valor; How our Soldier-Heroes Won the 
Medal of Honor,” compiled by Walter F. Beyer and 
Oscar F. Keydel and published by the Perrien-Keydel 
Publishing Co., Detroit, Mich., is a series of stories of 
the most thrilling acts of heroism performed during the 
War of the Rebellion, the Indian Wars and the War 
with Spain. The series is issued in folio parts, which 
are to appear at intervals of about ten days until the 
work is completed in two sections of yf parts each. 
Each part has a frontispiece in color and many illus- 
trations, special pains having been taken to secure the 
pecs of the Medal of Honor men mentioned. 

he stories are historically correct, and are in most 
cases related by the chief actors in the events described. 
All, it is stated, are substantiated by the War Depart- 
ment records. Among the Medal of Honor men whose 
stories appear in the es already issued are Gens. 
William R. Shafter, O. O. Howard, Rufus Saxton, 
Daniel Butterfield and Rufus King. The colored fron- 
tispieces show the battles of Bull Run, Shiloh and 
Antietam. 

“Secrets of the Sword,” by Baron de Bazancourt, has 
been translated from the French by C. F. Clay, and 
issued in this country by the Macmillan Company, New 
York. The value of the book is well known, as in its 
original tongue it was first published in 1862 and 
reprinted in 1875. In its present form it is an excellent 
translation of a chatty yet thoroughly skillful discourse 
on the art of fence, of which the keynote is that the 
fencer must fence “with his head.” ‘The book is illus- 
trated by F. H. Townsend. 

In “The Settlement After the War in South Africa,” 
M. J. Farrelly, LL.D., Barrister at Law and Advocate 
of the Supreme Court of Cape Colony, considers the 
probable outcome of the present war from a legal point 
of view, on the basis of an eventual British victory and 
in regard to the question of Dutch dependency or free- 
dom. The necessity for a definite and final settlement 
one way or the other of the political questions in dispute 
is especially emphasized. The book is the result of an 
extended tour of the Dutch Republic. Published by 
the Macmillan Company. 

“Who Goes There?” by B. K. Benson, is a curious 
psychological study of the experiences in the Civil War 
of a man who is subject to sudden mental lapses in 
which he loses all memory of recent events. As a 
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Union soldier he undertakes an detail as a 
spy. While endeavo in Confederate uniform to 
ecash the lines he is knocked down by the concuss 
of an exploding shell and carried unconscious to a Con- 
federate hospital, where he wakes with no memory of 
any event since 1859. He is unable to account for - 
self, but from his uniform he is su to be a stray 
Confederate private. Under the belief that he must 
have already been in the Confederate service he allows 
himself to be attached to a company and sees consider- 
able service. At an important cr in the war his 
memory of past events returns to him. Recalling his 
former strong allegiance to the Union he returns to the 
Union lines and completes his long-delayed detail as 
scout by carrying valuable information as to Confederate 
movements. The story is well told and shows famil- 
iarity with war-time conditions. Published by the Mac- 
millan Company. 

“With Seven Generals in the Boer War” is a narrative 
of personal experiences by Major A. W. A. Pollock, 
late of Prince Albert’s Somersetshire Light Infantry, 
and a special correspondent of the London **Times,” in 
which paper portions of the book have already appeared. 
The narrative covers the period between Oct. 14, 1899, 
and July 20, 1900, and is well written. ~The “seven 
generals’ were Gatacre, Clements, Roberts, Methuen, 
Mahon, Baden-Powell and Hunter. Published by Skef- 
fington and Sons, London. 
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STRYCHNINE IN THE SPANISH WAR. 


Major and Surgeon Philip F. Harvey, U. S. A., writ- 
ing from Zamboanga, P. I., records some interesting 
observations on the toxic effects of some common drugs, 
in the New York “Medical Journal” of Jan. 26. While 
he notes a growing tendency toward greater conserva- 
tism in the treatment of chronic ailments by the use of 
drugs, he is not blind to the disposition to push certain 
medicinal substances to and beyond their physiological 
tolerance. Dr. Harvey’s military experience is respon- 
sible for the striking figure of his statement that “many 
times we are in too great a hurry to achieve a certain 
end, and in consequence overload the bridge we rely on 
to carry us over; very much as a captain does when he 
marches his company in column of fours across a weak 
bridge, which breaks down under the load, but which 
would have taken the company over safely in single file.” 

Discussing strychnine, Major Harvey says: “Duiing 
the Spanish-American War 4 = fever made sad 
havoc among our troops, especially in our home camps. 
I know from personal observation in some instances, 
and from report in others, that administering of strych- 
nine as a heart tonic became in many hospitals a routine 
treatment in that disease. From the effects it produced 
in certain patients who came under my observation as a 
consultant, I am of opinion that many lives were sacri- 
ficed to its injudicious use. In every instance the sus- 
pension of the strychnine sufficed to restore the heart 
function to a more normal condition.” The long-con- 
tinued use of strychnine in typhoid fever is regarded by 
him as fraught with danger, for the reason that it spurs 
on an organ which is undergoing a progressive weaken- 
ing from the toxic assaults made upon it by the disease 
and hastens the advent of cardiac exhaustion. Dr. 
Harvey says he has many times seen cases in which 
quinine acted as a poison, with symptoms familiar to 
all experienced practitioners. 
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THE DEPOT Q. M. CORRAL AT MANILA. 


The Manila “American” says that the Depot Q. M. 
corral at Manila has grown from a few nipa sheds par- 


tially filled with forage and wagon supplies until it now 
looks like a small city. Fourteen large storehouses be- 
sides the stock sheds dot the grounds. The old nipa 
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go-downs have given place to substantial frame buildings 
with galvani iron roofing. Capt. Archibald Butt is 
the A. Q. M. in charge of land transportation, with his 


office at the lower end of the corral on the river front. 
On the opposite side of the driveway is the veterinary 
hospital, and early in December it was crowded with 
stock lately arrived. The hospital accommodates 12) 
head of stock and on Dec. 1 there were 150 on the list. 
A valuable feature lately added is the paint shop. Old 
wagons and ambulances are brought in from the out- 
ving districts and turned into the corral for repairs. 

hey are first run into the blacksmith’s shop, put ia 
shape and then the paint shop catches them, and when a 
wagon thus recuperated makes its appearance it is better 
than if brand new. 

About 100 wagons are repaired each month, a fact that 
shows the amount of transportation being done. The 
morning report of Nov. 29 gives an idea of the work 
done: 472 horses, 542 mules, 78 escort wagons, 7 farm 
wagons, 24 light spring wagons, 15 Daugherty wagons, 
19 ambulances, 4 dump carts, 8 trucks, passenger wag- 
ons, 2, sets wagon harness. On Dec. 1 no fewer 
than five pack trains were ready to depart for outlying 
districts, and during the week preceding five pack trains 
were sent away. At the Thanksgiving Day dinner at 
the corral 500 teamsters sat down to the table. 

At one time there was hardly a wisp of hay or a grain 
of oats in the yard. Now there is more than can be 
taken care of and it is still coming. From the Pasig 
River one can get a small idea of the enormous amount 
of work being accomplished at the corral by simply 
seeing the wall of hay and oats which extends from thie 
coal pile to the machine shops. In behind this is a lum- 
ber pile containing millions of feet of Oregon fir and 
California woods.

SOME REMARKS ON HAZING. 


We have before us a number of newspaper articles on 
hazing at the Military Academy. The tone of some of 
them is indicated by an extract from an article appear- 
ing in the Columbus, Ohio, “Evening Dispatch,” which 
says: “If violence and wrong, the disgrace and the 
shame of all forms of hazing, cannot henceforth be 
effectually eliminated from it, now is a good time to put 
up the shutters of the West Point Military Academy 
and send the young scapegraces who disgrace the laws 
and the bounty of the Government packing to their 
homes, where they will work for an education and a 
living, and where they will face judges, juries, jails and 
peuite ntiaries when they impair or destroy the health 
or lives of their fellows.”’ On the other hand, Mr. A. F. 
Kaufman, of Charleston, S. C., a member of the last 
Board of Visitors to the Military "Academy, and chairman 
of the committee on examination, discipline and instruc- 
tion, in some remarks published by the Washington 
“Post” says: 

“From information which came to me from various 
quarters last summer, I have reason to believe that the 
severer forms of hazing have been abolished. 
stringent are the rules in force that hazing of any kind 
is far more difficult now than it ever was before. And 
the consciousness that the eyes of the people of the 
whole country are watching them will make the cadets 
doubly cautious. I am not opposed to remedial legis- 
lation by Congress, yet in my opinion the worst is 
past. I must make this remark in conclusion, that I 
o not believe that the United States Government could 
fin! more earnest, conscientious, and efficient officers 
thon those now stationed at the Academy at West 
Point. A stay of three weeks at the Point, during my 
term of service there, and constant communication with 
th se gentlemen confirm me in this view. The per- 
plexities that confront them are many, which one at 
a distance have no adequate conception of. It is far 
easier to condemn than to remedy. Fair play is a jewel, 
and perhaps if the public would stop talking all at the 
same time and wait until committees now sitting report, 
Supt. Mills might receive righteous judgment from those 
now eriticizing him harshly.” 

he Boston “Transcript” publishes the experiences of 
a ‘plebe” by Mark Sullivan, who, after describing these 
experiences from personal recollections, says: “The 
best answer to the criticisms of the outside world on this 
sot of thing is that it has been evolved by nearly a 
cer tury of experience as the best system of licking a 
lot of unkempt, ignorant, awkward, insolent—in many 
ences ill-bred—unwhipped cubs into gentlemen and sol- 
dirs, able to conduct themselves becomingly in the so-

2 to be called at eight and coaxed by an 
indulgent mother to come down before grow 
cold. The West Point way is not nearly so pleasant, 
but—it makes soldiers.

When one sees fellows at one 
college moving strenuously year after year against 
eight o’clock chapel, when one sees many of them at 
another college. choosing their electives with an eye 
singly to the exclusion of ‘nine o’clocks,’ when a cold 
morning means a marked falling off of attendance at the 
morning lectures, one longs for a dash of West Point 
at Harvard and at Yale. 
“The harsh treatment I have described is the sort of 
oe which the public often hears of as ‘hazing.’ Some 
ak-spirited cadet, too pampered in his previous .A 
= tee sensitive naturall to endure it, resigns. 
goes home and satisfies the inquiries of his friends by 
saying he was hazed. When the ‘yellow’ reporters 
scent the matter and press him for particulars, he finds 
himself embarrassed. It is hard to make people under- 
stand a purely verbal abuse so severe that it cannot 
be endured. he just says ‘hazing,’ letting the re- 
porters believe all that the word implies, and refuses 
te give details.
